Howie-In-Hills 
Negotiations 
Rescheduled 


A closed meeting slated last night to 


negotiate the future of the Howlc-In-Tho- 
Hills property in Hoffman Estates was 
canceled duo to the Illness of a con- 
sultant to the village board. 


The meeting is to be rescheduled for 


• next week. It was to have been a contin- 
uation of a Dec. 27 session with the vil- 
lage board, representatives of Meridian 
Housing Corp., which has purchased the 
597-acre site pending settlement of law- 
suits, and representatives of a federal re- 
ceivership now holding tltlo to the land. 


The meetings aro an attempt to agree 


on zoning and density for tfao future de- 
velopment of tho Howie land and settle- 
ment of several lawsuits which, until 
now, have clouded clear title to the land. 
Sole of tbo alto by tho receivership to 
Meridian cannot be consummated until 
the title Is cleared and zoning is ap- 
proved by tho village. 


In one of tho lawsuits, a group of in- 


vestors who purchased bonds to finance 
special assessment Improvements are 
seeking $1.8 million compensation from 
tho village. 


THE VILLAGE board Tuesday refused 


an offer by tho attorney representing 
those bondholders to prosecute fore- 
closure action on the site. 


In making the offer, Aram Hartunlan 


noted none of tho bonds has ever been 
repaid, and claimed there Is a 5-ycar 
statute of limitations on foreclosures. 
Suggesting tho village might not want to 
prosecute a foreclosure action, Hartunlan 
offered to do so, if the village would as- 
sign Its legal rights In tho matter to the 
bondholders. Hartunlan emphasized a re- 
sponsibility of the village to protect the 
bondholders' Interests. 


Hofert noted Hartunlan's offer amount- 


ed to suggesting the bondholders could 
both attack and defend tho village at the 
same time, and commented "it would be 
a rather Inconsistent position to take." 


Hartunlan apparently Is preparing and 


protecting a legal position he may wish 
to take In pursuing the lawsuit against 
tho village in the future, suggested Ho- 
fert. 


Hofert said any foreclosure action be- 


gun before settlement of tho lawsuits 
would be forbidden by tho courts, and 
also claimed the statute of limitations in 
the matter would be 10 years, not five. 
Tho village cannot assign Its legal rights 
to anyone, he said, and most particularly 
not to persons who are their adversaries 
In federal court lawsuits.

waukee Road formed the district, and 
have applied for state and federal funds 
to Improve equipment and facilities. At 
the time, the railroad Implied Schaum- 
burg's chances of getting a commuter 
station were slim unless the village 
joined the district 


Schaumburg did not Join the district 


partially because of the possibility of a 
tax levy, the inability to easily dlsannex 
from the district, and the possibility of 
later wanting to join a larger transit dis- 
trict 


A year ago the village first publicly 


discussed a transit center at its southern 
boundaries, on a 20-acre site adjacent to 
the Milwaukee Road, one-half mile from 
Schaumburg Airport.. 


Tho transit center would Include a 


railroad stop, the upgraded general 
aviation airport, feeder bus service, 
truck-loading terminal, and taxi service. 


The center, which hinges on the com- 


pletion of the airport feasibility study, 
still is in the talking stages.

Motorola Official Denies Move Rumor 


Word that Motorola .Inc. will break 


ground this month or next for a 13-story 
office building in Schaumburg to be used 
for their corporate headquarters was de- 
nied Wednesday by Walter Scott, direc- 
tor of corporate facilities.. 


News of the proposed corporate move 


to Schaumburg came from a source close 
to Motorola. He said, the building will be 
constructed on the Motorola property off 
.Algonquin and Meacham roods. 


According to Scott, /the- move is 


"strictly a rumor." The corporation is 
moving to O'Hare Plaza in February, he 
said, and has no immediate plans for a 
later move. 


"We are not breaking ground in 


Schaumburg in a month or six months, 
or in the next year. In the next 10 or 25 
years we've got lots of plans," Scott 
said. 


A 13-STORY building on Motorola's 


Schaumburg land would require a zoning 
variance. The source said the corpo- 
ration plans to release news of the move 
in the next ten days, in tune to publish a 
legal notice for a zoning hearing, and 
break ground shortly after approval of 
t h e variation.

Medicare Premiums Increase

Medicare doctor bill premiums "for 22.5 
million aged and disabled persons .will 
Increase July. 1 from $5.80 to $6.30, the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare has announced. • 


The 8.5 per cent Increase is necessary 


to pay the costs of expanding Medicare 
health insurance for the first .time to 1.7 
million disabled persons and chronic kid- 
ney disease suffers of all ages, because 
of increasing use of physicians' services 
and a trend toward more expensive ser- 
vices, HEW Secy. Elliot L. Richardson 
said In a statement. 


AN INCREASE FROM $50 to $60 in the 


'annual deductible paid for the optional 
doctor bill coverage 'under Medicare took 
effect Jan. 1. After the deductible is met, 
the Medicare beneficiary .pays 20 per 
cent of the additional costs of medical 
services from his own pocket. 


The monthly premium was increased 


last July from $5.60 to $5.80 to cover 20.2 
million aged persons. The original pre- 
mium was set at $3 in 1967. 


The federal government matches the 


monthly premium from general revenues 
to cover the costs of doctors' services in 
and out of hospitals, surgeons, anes- 


thesiologists, radiologists, physical thera- 
pists and, beginning in July, some chiro- 
practic and speech pathology services. 


About 21 million persons aged 65 and 


older automatically are covered by Medi- 
care for hospital costs but medical insur- 


1 ance is optional. Hospital costs are fi- 
nanced by Social Security deductions. 


MEDICARE LAW required the HEW 


secretary to review medical Insurance 
costs each year and to set a premium 
'rate sufficient to meet anticipated spend- 
big. But Richardson said no further in- 


> crease in the monthly premium will be 
• necessary until July 1, 1975, at'the 
earliest unless Congress increases Social 
Security benefits again this year. ' 


Medicare premiums are linked by law 


to Social Security increases, and most 
premiums'are. deducted from 'the month- 
ly Social Security checks received by the 
aged.

. During fiscal year 1972 Medicare paid 
more than $2.2 billion to cover the costs 
of medical services, an average of $113 
for each beneficiary.

While Medicare doctor bill coverage 


remains optional, legislation enacted last 
fall requires automatic enrollment of the 
aged and disabled after March, 1973, un- 
less they say they don't want it.

$10,800 a year — or roughly $208 a week 
— the SS deduction for 1973 will be 
$631.80. That is $163.80 more than would 
have been deducted under the old rate, 
or $3.15 more a week. 


And if that's not enough to dim the 


prospects of the new year, the. income 
ceiling in 1974 will go up to $12,000, with 
a maximum individual tax payout of 
$702. Compared with the $468 maximum 
collection in 1972, the 1974 figure repre- 
sents a 50 per cent increase hi just over 
12 months. For self-employed people who 
paid a maximum SS tax of $675 in 1972, 
the tax In 1974 will be $960. 


The reason for all this, of course, is the 


mushrooming growth of the entire Social 
Security system. 


COUNTING WIVES and children, an 


estimated 190 million Americans are cov- 
ered by the system. Since 1937 it has 
grown from a modest retirement plan to 
a mammoth pension-insurance network 
that collects taxes from nine of every 10 
people employed In the country during 
the course of a year. 


In 1952 only 3.2 per cent of the popu- 


lation drew SS benefits, while today al- 
most 14 per cent of all men, women and 
children are literally dependent on SS 
checks. Payouts in 1972 totaled some $48 
million — more than six times the bene- 
fits paid in 1957 and almost double the 
expenditure of 1967. 


To finance that system, employer and 


employe together in 1972 paid 10.4 per 
cent on all wages and salaries up to 
$9,000 a year. In 1973 the percentage will 
be 11.7 per cent — 5.85 per cent each. 
Ten yean ago, the percentage was 6.25 


per cent on all salaries and wages up to 
$4,800 a year — less than half tfle annual 
pay ceiling for 1973. 


Furthermore, the upward march of SS 


taxes appears destined to continue. Orig- 
inally intended to provide a base of fi- 
nancial protection only, the SS pensions 
today are considered adequate only if 
they are substantial enough to provide 
full support for the elderly. 


WITH THAT in mind, and taking into 


account the expanded benefits which 
have been added to the system since its 
inception, pensions from now on will in- 
crease automatically to match increases 
in consumer prices. To pay for those in- 
creases, taxes will rise as wages in- 
crease. 


The potential for the upward spiral of 


taxes and pensions in future years is 
staggering. 


The U.S. Department of Health, Edu- 


cation and Welfare has released figures 
indicating what that potential might be, 
assuming wage increases subject to the 
SS tax average 5 per cent a year and 
assuming consumer price increases aver- 
age 2.75 per cent a year. 


If those assumptions on wages and 


prices hold true, HEW says, a retired 
•couple in, the year 2011 could be receiv- 
ing monthly checks of $2,729, or nearly 
$32,750 a year. 


At the same time, the maximum wages 


subject to the tax would be placed at 
$73,200 a year. Inflation, naturally, would 
negate much of the effect of those in- 
creases. 


As that speculation may be too far in 


the future for very serious consideration, 
one thing remains very real in this, the 
first week of 1973: 


The American taxpayer, who was told 


last year to expect tax cuts in 1973, will 
bear the pain of a tax hike from his very 
first paycheck.

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Senate Democrats Start Action To Force End To War

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Demo- 


cratic-conlrolled 83rd Congress opened 
for business Wednesday and Immediately 
became embroiled In controversy with 
President Nixon over ending the Viet- 
nam war. 


Senate Democratic Leader Mike Mans- 


field keynoted the start of the session 
with a call for prompt legislation to force 
US. withdrawal, and drew immediate 
formal support from his Senate forces. 


The White House, leaving no doubt that 


the President was Irritated by the Demo- 
cratic war stance taken by both Houses 
five days before a new round of peace 
negotiations Is to begin, cautioned Con- 
gress It might bo prolonging cnd-the-war 
negotiations. 


SENATE Democrats, In a caucus 


shortly before the opening gavel fell, ap- 
proved by voice vote Mansfield's propos- 
al that Congress end the war once and 
for all. 


The house opened its session by elect- 


Ing for his second term as speaker Rep. 
Carl Albert, D-Okla., who presided over 
a caucus of Democratic House members 
who approved by a 2-1 margin a resolu- 
tion demanding a legislative end to the 
war. 


Senate Republicans huddled just before 


the formal opening ceremonies and hur- 
riedly approved — but by a margin of 
only 16 to 10 — a resolution supporting 
Nixon's "efforts to end the tragic conflict 
in Indochina now through a negotiated 
settlement."

According 
to CTA spokesman Thor Haanlng, the 
Palntinc office Is the only location in the 
Northwest .suburbs where such appli- 
cations arc available. 


"We'd sure be anxious to get a couple 


more locations out there," Haanlng said. 
In other areas of the city and suburbs, 
locnl governmental offices, banks and 
savings and loans have the applications. 


TO OBTAIN THE CTA discount card, a 


person must prove that he Is 63 or older 
by showing a birth certificate, marriage 
license, Insurance policy, military ser- 
vice papers, baptismal certificate, driv- 


ers license, citizenship papers or a pass-' 
port. 


"We cannot accept a Medicare card as 


proof of age," Ruth Ellen Blowney, Pala- 
tine Township clerk, said. She explained 
that women received Medicare at age 62, 
younger than the CTA regulations. 


In addition to proof of age, the appli- 


cant must also bring his Social Security 
card or number and a recent photo of 
himself. The picture should be 1% inches 
square and Include just the person's head 
and shoulders. 


The reduced-fare plan allows elderly 


riders to travel for half fare at all times. 
Without a transfer, the fare is 20 cents, 
and 30 cents with a transfer.

to the underflow system.

Mount Prospect, while Skoklc will have 
to extend a sewer to the tunnel if the 
current layout Is not changed. 


Skoklc has hired an engineering con- 


sultant, Nell said, and Mount Prospect 
has contacted the MSD about reservoirs 
slated In the plan.

. was ready to introduce a bill — similar 
to the one adopted by the Senate as a 
rider last year — cutting off funds for all 
U.S. military activity In Indochina within 
60 days, contingent only on the release of 
prisoners of war. 


—House Sepnker Carl Albert, hesitant 


to buck Nixon on the war before, told 


wives of POWs if Nixon does not end the 
war Congress would cut off funds on the 
first appropriation bill to go through. 


Senate Democrats were to meet early 


today to reelect Mansfield and his top 
assistant, Sen. Robert C. Byrd of West 
Virginia. 


At the same time, Republicans were to 


meet and reelect Senate GOP leader 
Hugh Scott and his assistant, Sen. Robert 
Griffin of Michigan. 


Sen. John G. Tower of Texas and Sen. 


Robert Toft Jr., of Ohio were battling for 
the post of chairman of the Senate GOP 
policy committee. Veteran Sens. Norris 
H. Cotton of New Hampshire and Wall- 
ace F. Bennett of Utah have announced 
for the job of chairman of the GOP con- 
ference. 


House Republicans also scheduled their 


first meeting. Rep. Gerald R. Ford of 
Michigan was assured reelection as 
House GOP leader. 


REJECTING EFFORTS tq soften their 


stand, the House Democrats adopted a 


resolution proclaiming it to be "Demo- 
cratic policy in the 93rd Congress that no 
further public funds be authorized, ap- 
propriated, or expended for U.S. military 
combat operations in or over Indochina 
and that such operations be terminated 
immediately." 


The resolution's sponsor. Rep. Lucien 


Nedzi, D-Mich., agreed to only one addi- 
tion, language providing that Ls terms 
were "subject only to arrangwnen's nec- 
essary to assure safe withdrawal of 
American troops and the return of Amer- 
ican prisoners of war." 


Chairman J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., said 


the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
reached a "consensus" that no action 
should be taken immediately that would 
disrupt negotiations in Paris before they 
resume. 


"But if a settlement is not arrived at 


by inauguration day, then the appro- 
priate powers of Congress should be 
brought to bear," a committee statement 
said.

More than 12,000 men who faced the 


draft last year have lottery numbers 1 
through 95 — the numbers called up in 
1972 — but missed being inducted be- 
cause of Illnesses or other legitimate rea- 
sons, the official sold. 


These men have been put into a pool 


that under the law con be drafted only In 
the first three months of the year after 
the year the men Initially faced the 
draft. 


Defense Sec. Melvin R. Laird has said 


there will be no call-ups in January or 
February and has placed a celling of 
10,000 on the number to be drafted before 
Juno 30 when the draft expires. 


THIS MEANS holdovers from last year 


remain' eligible in March, the Selective 
Service official sold. Should there be a 
draft call that month, the holdovers 
should be enough to fill the call without 
having to draw on any men born in 1953, 
who enter the pool this year. 


Those men will probably not face the 


draft until April. At that point any of the 
estimated 12,000 men In last year's left- 
over pool and who have not been drafted 
will be home free.

1972: It Wasn't A Good 
Year For Either Party 


It was. with some notable exceptions, 


not a good year for the big names in the 
Republican and Democratic parties of Il- 
linois. 


As 1972 ended, there had been a re- 


shuffling In the power structures of both 
parties which started the year In firm 
control. 


The title of leader In the COP passed 


from Rlchnrd B. Ogllvlc to William J. 
Scott and Democratic boss Richard J. 
Daley suffered his first major reverses 
as the previously obscure Daniel Walker 
vaulted over his head to the top office In 
the state. 


Walker started out dead lost In a field 


of Democratic names seeking the party's 
nomination for governor and outlasted 
them all, narrowsly defeating Lt. Gov. 
Paul Simon after Simon had closed out 
two other "personalities" of the party, 
Stale Auditor Michael J. Hewlett and for- 
mcr U.S. Attorney Thomas A. Foran. 


Walker, by then a household word in 


Illinois, continued his no-truck-wlth-the- 
Dalcy-machlno bid Into battle with the 
standard bearer of Illinois Republicans 
and unseated Gov. Richard B. Ogllvlc. 


OCILVIE WAS unable to match the 


vote totals of Attorney General Scott or 
Sen. Charles H. Percy, two exceptions 
to the "name" ncmlsis. 


At the hood of the ticket, Scott became 


the top man In the party, followed close- 
ly by Percy. 


Both outdistanced President Nixon In 


the balloting ami If Percy, by running 
second to Scott, did little to enhance his 
chances for achieving higher political of- 
fice, he did nothing to damage them. 


Daley suffered his first loss of prestige 


when Walker successfully took the party 
nomination away from Simon, who was 
supported, If somewhat unemphatlcally, 
by the mayor. 


A greater blow came when the Demo- 


cratic National Convention threw out Da- 
ley and hi* fellow delegates In favor of a 
"reform" group. And In the November 
election, he received another cuffing 
when another "name" candidate, State's 
Attorney Edward V. Hanrahan, lost that 
valuable post to Republican Bernard 
Carey despite Daley's backing. 


The Democratic counterpart to Scott 


and Percy was Hewlett, who, denied his 
bid for the governorship, easily switched 
paths and coasted to election as secre- 
tary of state. 


TUB CHECKERBOARD voting that 


proved to bo tho downfall of expected 
winners like Ogllvle and Hanrahan failed 
to carry below the state level, however. 


While rcapportlonmcnt of state legisla- 


tive districts created a number of va- 
cancies in the five districts which now 
encompass the Northwest suburbs, and 
Introduced a number of new faces, It had 
little effect on the established "names." 


In tho five districts, Incumbents who 


sought reelection or higher office In the 
state legislature succeeded without ex- 
ception and the vacancies went to those 
who succeeded in cornering the support of 
the regular party organizations. 


In tho first district, stretching from 


Evanston to Wheeling and Buffalo Grove, 
voters returned Democrat Harold Katr 
and Republican Brian Duff to the House, 
and elected Republican Rep. Brian Duff 
to the stale Senate. The fourth legislative 
scat went to John Edward Porter with 
the blessing of Republican organizations. 


IN THE :ND District, voters from Pal- 


atine to South Elgin returned two Re- 
publican Incumbents, Rep. John Fried- 
land of South Elgin, Sen. John Graham 
of Bnrringlon, and elected Republican 
Leo LaFlcur of Bloomlngdale and Demo- 
crat Richard Mugnllnn of Palatine, both 
regular party candidates, to their first 
terms. 


The only two Incumbents In the 3rd. 


District, Including part of Arlington 
Heights as well as Schaumburg and Hoff- 
man Estates, were elected handily. 


Democratic Rep. Eugenia S. Chapman 


of Arlington Heights was rcclccted to the 
House, and Republican Rep. David J. 
Rcgner of Mount Prospect was elevated 
to the Senate. The two Republican House 
seats went to party regulars Virginia 
Mncdonald of Arlington Heights and Don- 
ald L. Tottcn of Hoffman Estates. 


Despite disparities In their new and 


former districts, Republicans Robert S. 
Juckctt of Park Ridge and Eugcno F. 
Schllckman of Arlington Heights were 
easily rcclectcd in the new 4th District, 
as was Democrat Aaron Jaffe. The Sen- 
ate scat in that district went to veteran

"I'VE SEEN them come In all the 


way from Philadelphia. I've seen them 
come in out of a snowstorm with three 
Inches of fluff on their heads. They're all 
a little neurotic, but they're wonderful. 
This isn't a game; to them it's a whole 
way of life." 


Many of the players in Astoria Hall 


(mostly middle-aged women, a few men, 
rarely people under 23) wrap their exis- 
tence around their play. Mrs. Knox says 
she "gave up television for it." A 
recently widowed woman moved from 
the Bronx to be closer to the action. One 
gal swears that when her husband go so 
lonely that he said "It's cither Bingo or 
me." she cried all next evening during 
jackpot. 


Nobody knows the extent of rabid 


Bingo playing in the nation. Much of the 
play, the wagering and the take is un- 
regulated, thus unknown. Buf If New 
York State is any example, the game's 
grip is Intense. Some 3,330 religious, fra- 
ternal, civic and private groups are li- 
censed to conduct games — about 1,000 
of them In New York City alone. This 
year, according to estimates, the groups 
will sell 40 million admissions to games 
and take $42 million profit The figures 
give no idea of how many people partici-

pate (most admissions are repeaters), 
but as one head-shaking city official 
says: "However many there are, they're 
sure as heck vociferous." 


TO BE SURE, the game brings out the 


worst in many. Max Holm an of Astoria 
Hall says he has seen grown women 
"wrestle on the floor" over the right to 
sit in a particular seat. In big cities espe- 
cially, where people are used to self as- 
sertion, the games sometimes get more 
than hairy: 


Callers who err are abused like um- 


pires with spectacles; anyone who makes 
noise during the big money games is 
liable to be pelted with Coke cups; "And 
the language these ladies use," says 
Lconidas Kalavacos of Astoria Hall. 
"Lcmrae tell you, sometimes even I have 
to blush." 


Recently at a Bingo hall in Brooklyn a 


player got up to go the lavatory. Doing 
so, she accldently upset the chips on an- 
other player's lineup. There was a loud 
shriek, followed by silence throughout 
the playing area. 


"FOR A MINUTE," says a player who 


was present, "I thought sure I was going 
to see my first corpse. But the woman 
picked up her markers, put them back in 
place and said nothing more. As for the 
gal going to the lavatory, well, I hardly 
think she had to after that." 


But if the games can get rough, they 


have their better influence as well. Max 
Holman says doctors tell him that Bingo 
is wonderful stimulation for old, lonely or 
idle people. One regular at Astoria Hall, 
for example, is in her mid-80s but "plays 
.with a mind that would confound fin- 
stein." 


She refuses to mark her numbers, and 


relies totally on memory. Says Holman: 
"I don't know how she does it She mem- 
orizes all the sequences on 10 or 12 cards 
every night If I didn't know it, I'd say it 
was impossible. But isn't it something? 
Isn't it great?" 


IT IS. Here at Astoria the players are 


so engrossed in the spirit of optimism • 
(chance) that Holman says he has a 
hard time cleaning the place between 
games. Bingo is scheduled from noon to 
3 and from 7:45 p.m. to shortly before 
midnight But some of the players are so 
anxious they refuse to leave in the inter- 
im. "This is like their home. My cleaning 
people plead with them, but it's no use. 
You know what? Many of these people, 
rather than leave, wUl clean up their 
own area." 


And so it goes here and elsewhere. 


People saying Hail Marys before each 
game. Sisters rubbing each other's head 
for promise. Voodoo dolls perched ex- 
actly in the correct position to influence 
the gods. The entrance fee is a dollar. 
The prizes total $1,000 a session. 
, 


"Some people think it's all luck, says 


one lady, "but I know different. It's all 
according to the stars. Myself I'm a Pis- 
ces. I can't win if I'm sitting anywhere 
near Gemini. So every night I ask every- 
body all around me what sign they arc. 
If somebody says Gemini I just know I'm 
sunk." 


Ah, yes ... 
"B — thirteeeen." 
"0 — sixxxty one." 
"N — thirty fooour." 
"Bingo. 0 M'God I got it BINGO!"

"bingo" to describe the success they're 
having In providing money for their cof- 
fers through weekly bingo games. 


Paying for,such divers.; projects as 


equipment for a fire department, the 
mortgage on a building or a favorite 
charity, the bingo games arc flourishing 
throughout most of the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


About 15 to 20 weekly games arc held 


.it churches, VFW, American Legion and 
Elks Club lodges, and an area fire de- 
partment as well as special nights when 
n game Is sponsored by organizations on 
a one-shot basis. 


For the occasional bingo fan, who 


wants to do a minimal amount of gam- 
bling there arc many opportunities. For 
the player who has a larger bankroll, the 
area boasts one game every night of the 
week. 


In some communities (here arc three 


or four games going already while in oth- 
er towns games arc in the planning 
stages. Several rounds arc played with 
prizes of from $10 to $30 and more. Then 
there Is usually a special "jackpot" 
game north as much as $500 in some 
pl.iccs. 


A check of some games shows a sim- 


ilarity In the average number of people 
who play, who they arc, and the success 
the organizations arc having. 


I'AlrfVTINE AMERICAN Legion Post 


fi'JO sponsors a Saturday night game at- 
tended by about 100 persons, according 
to Mrs. May Magnuson, women's aux- 
iliary president. 


The game was started In May as a way 


to ralie money for special projects, she 
said. It's good for people who don't have 
any place to go, she added. Players arc 
elderly women and some young men as 
well as elderly men. She said she was 
surprised to sec how many men attend 
the games, probably about one-third of 
the players.

NEW YORK - As a financial colura- 


nlst, wo are constantly on the alert for 
wayi to save money for readers. 


So it was only natural that we took spe- 


cial interest In the news out of Washing. 
ton that at long last Russia Is clearing up 
Its World War II (end-lease debt, totaling 
at Washington's reckoning of the last 25 
years 111 billion. 


With a solemn signing ceremony to 


seal the deal, Moscow Is settling for $722 
million, or about 8H cents on the dollar. 
As an added feature, Russia Is now to 
have most-favored-nation status In trade 
with the United Stales. 


BEING A public-spirited citizen, we 


Immediately called the IRS and said we 
were going to settle our debt to the 
United States — that is, this year's In- 
come tax — for double that amount, or 
13 cents on the dollar. We said we would 
also go along with n signing ceremony, If 
they felt that would be appropriate. 


Around 2 o'clock the next afternoon we 


had a visit from a rcprcscntalvc of the 


Internal Revenue Service. He wore size 
14 shoes, had arms about four feet long, 
and a voice like Humphrey Bogart's. 
There was a bulge in his coat just under 
the left shoulder. He said he was from 
the Enforcement Division. 


He asked if we were the taxpayer who 


was going to pay 13 cents on the dollar 


on his taxes, and we shyly mumbled 


something about It was only twice as 
much, after all, and we didn't really 
want a lot of public recognition. 


"ARE YOU TRYING to be funny," he

Canada, Britain Trade Relations End 


by UICIIAKD C. LONGWORTII 


BRUSSELS (UPI) - On Jan. 1, Cana- 


da's special trading relationship with 
Britain came to an end. 


"What will happen is hard to say," a 


C a n a d i a n trade expert here said. 
"Maybe our manufacturers can adjust to 
the new situation. Maybe not. Very hard 
to say." 


With the start of 1073, Britain joined 


tho European Common Market. Over the 
next five years, it will gradually erase 
Its tariffs against Continental exports. At 
tho same time, It will gradually raise its 
tariffs against goods coming from out- 
sldo Europe, until these tariffs are as 
high as those of tho Common Market. 


What this means to Canada is an end 


to special treatment by Britain. At pre- 
sent, almost all of Canada's exports to 
Britain enter tariff-free. By the end of 
1977, almost none of them will. 


BRITAIN IS Canada's number two 


market In the world, outranking all six 
present Common Market countries put 
together. In 1071, Canada exported 
$1,345,804,516 worth of goods to Britain 
and $1,085,879,377 to the market. 


Despite this, the impact of British 


membership in the market Is not ex- 
pected to be as great on Canada as on 
Australia and New Zealand, simply be- 
cause such a vast share of Canada's ex- 
ports - $11,808,050,430 worth in 1971 - 
goes to the United States. Even a radical 
drop In Canadian exports to Britain 
would not cripple Canadian industry. 


In fact, Canada's exports to both Brit- 


ain and the Common Market dropped by 
about $100 million In 1071, while rising by 
about $140 million to the United States. 


Canadian officials here expect a "dete- 


rioration in terms of trade" affecting 54 
per cent of all Canada's exports to the

three new Market nations — Britain, Ire- 
land and Denmark.

The Mar- 
ket also agreed to "try to meet problems 
which may arise" on farm exports, but 
made no promises. 


The "sensitive items" include such 


major Canadian exports to Britain as 
plywood, newsprint, phosphorus, wood 
pulp, lead, zinc and aluminum oxide. 


The size of the duty-free quotas is un- 


known yet, but Canadian officials hope, 
they may cover all exports. The quota on 
plywood, for example, will begin on Jan. 
1,1974, so its size must be agreed during 
1973. 


SOME OF THESE items, such as 


newsprint, are so badly needed In Eu- 
rope that they already enter the Common 
Market duty-free. On plywood, the Cana- 
dian position may actually improve. 


The future for lead and zinc exports is 


darker. The special duty-free quotas on 
both arc to be eliminated over the years. 


Attempts to work out a deal on what 


failed because France — a Common 
Market member — is anxious to replace 
Canada as the wheat supplier to Britain.

If your home has a basement, you 


have an area that is valuable for work, 
for storage and possibly for living space. 
Unfortunately there are too many base- 
ments that are useless for storage let 
alone being livable.

It 
seems obvious that land should slope 
away from the house but It isn't always 
that way. Sometimes the land slopes to- 
ward the house. Even perfectly flat land 
around the house can present problems. 


Water that accumulated from melting 


snow and from rain drains against base- 
ment walls. Minor cracks that would not 
allow an ordinary amount of water 
through cannot resist the increased wa- 
ter pressure. 


If the ground around the house L> flat 


or slopes the wrong way it should be 
built up and then graded away from the 
house. Provide a smooth and sharp slope 
that will carry surface water away from 
the house. 


TO KEEP THE dirt from washing 


away, plant the slope with grass. Sodding 
Is a better way to do this than using 
seed, since the water will wash away 
newly seeded areas. 


If a large area of land slopes toward 


the house you can Intercept some of this 
surface drainage before it gets close. 


A drainage ditch or shallow depression 


can take the water away from the house. 
Plant this with grass also. If this is not 
practical, use drain tile with catch basins 
In low spots. 


Water will accumulate around the 


foundation of a house if it has no gutters 
and downspouts. If it has gutters and 
downspouts and they are defective or 
clogged, the situation is as bad as having 
none at all. 


WATER THAT comes through 
the 


downspout is discharged away from the 
house. The best method is to tie it into an 
underground storm sewer. If this cannot 
be done, install concrete slash blocks at 
the base of the downspouts to carry the 
water away. 
S o m e t i m e s water enters through 


cracks in walls and floors through ca- 
pillary action as water pressure increas- 
es. The basement floor may be below the 
water table line or close to it and only a 
sump pump will help. Relieving the pre- 
viously mentioned problems will lower 
the water table. 


Sometimes the problem is too severe 


for these measures. Waterproofing on the 
outside of the walls may be defective or 
nonexistent. New waterproofing must be 
applied to the foundation all around the 
house. Normally this is done at construc- 
tion time. 


Excavating, waterproofing and refill- 


ing are no jobs for the ordinary home- 
owner. This calls for professional help. 
Drain tiles around the house should be 
checked at the same time.

Dear Dr. Lamb - The shooting Incident 


that resulted In the paralysis of Governor 
Wallace la tragic and most unfortunate. 
I've wondered, does being paralyzed pre- 
vent sexual activity? 


Dear Reader — I have no personal 


knowledge of the extent of Governor 
Wallace's Injuries and their effects. How- 
ever, your question Is definitely appli- 
cable to the multitude of Individuals who 
are quadriplegics or paraplegics, or oth- 
erwise have significant damage to the 
spinal cord. 


Spinal cord Injury does not mean sex- 


ual Incapacity. In • report by Medical 
World News, January 14, 1972, It was 


pointed out that the vast majority of men 
with spinal cord injuries can have erec- 
tions, and If the cord damage wasn't 
complete, 70 per cent of them had • full 
experience. 


A program to educate paraplegics on 


their sexual capacity and help them with 
this problem has been adapted and pre- 
sented by the University of Minnesota, 
under the guidance of Dr. Theodore Cole 
of the Medicine and Rehabilitation De- 
partment One of Dr. Cole's problems 
has been to change the attitudes of physi- 
cians and hospital staffs about sex and 
the paraplegic. 


In the put there has been a wide- 


spread belief that individuals with spinal 


cord Injuries were relegated to a sexless 
existence. This is far from true, and the 
vast majority "of these people can be 
helped. I know of individuals with this 
problem who have fathered children. 


The Minnesota Method uses a film, 


'Touching" produced by the National 
Sex and Drug Forum, which is an organ- 
ization sponsored by the Methodist Guild 
Foundation. 


I decided to include your letter in the 


column with its'item of public interest in 
the hopes that this would help to dis- 
seminate this Important information to 
the large number of Individuals with 
spinal cord injuries throughout the 
United States. 


Certainly we have many more of these

79,000 New Liing Cancer Cases Estimated In 1973 


Lung cancer rates have Increased so 


fast they now match colon-rectum cancer 
as the site of greatest Incidence, accord- 
Ing to new data In the American Cancer 
• Society's (ACS) "1073 Cancer Facts and 
Figures," Dr. Earl E. Suckow, president 
of the Northwest suburban unit of Ameri- 
can Cancer Society announced. 


"The 1973 'Facts' estimates there will 


be about 70,000 new lung Cancer cases in 
1973, • rlso of about 3,000 over 1972. 


There also will be 79,000 new colon-rec- 
tum cancer cases in 1973. In this lung 
cancer epidemic, the mortality rate is 15 
times as great as 40 years ago in men 
and is rising steadily also in women," 
Dr. Suckow said. "Colon-rectum cancer 
rates have changed only slightly in re- 
cent years in incidence and mortality. 
Lung cancer will result in the highest 
number of cancor deaths this year — 
72,000 — with colon-rectum next at 


47,000. 


The hopeful side of the cancer problem 


is indicated in the new issue of "Facts" 
by the startling contrast between five- 
year survival rates for cancer detected 
and treated early compared to survival 
rates after it has invaded other parts of 
the body. 


The five-year survival rate in localized 


breast cancer is 85 per cent, but only 53 
per cent when the disease has spread. 


The Search For Mental Health 
Community Mental Health Centers Grow 


(Thin column I* presented by Forest Has- 
plUI In Dei Plalnet. a fully.accredlled 
I3S bed psychiatric hoipltal. .widely 
known for Its Intensive programs In piy- 
chlatrlc treatment, research, education 
and community service.) 


Since 1963 tho United States has given 


birth to 4SO federally funded community 
mental health centers. 


The centers are an outgrowth of rec- 


ommendations made In the late 1950's by, 
a presidential commission on mental 
health. 


This commission recognized there were 


not enough locally based mental health 
services available to the general popu- 
lation. Most services In the field had 
been confined to state hospitals and their 
outpatient clinics. Not enough people had 
access to this system and when they 
wcro given access it was at a time when 


they required hospltalization. 


Tho committee recommended a differ- 


ent mental health system, namely, the 
community mental health system which 
would act in tandem with the state hospi- 
tal system. The community mental 
health center, however, would act at the 
local level to provide accessibility and 
availability to the general population for 
all types of community mental health 
services. 


COMMUNITY MENTAL health centers 


are designed to serve a population that 
does not exceed 200,000 and the centers 
are required to provide five basic and 
e s s e n t i a l services: emergency, out- 
patient, inpatlcnt, partial hospitalization, 
consultation and educational services. By 
providing these the center provides the 
breadth of services required to adequate- 
ly deliver mental health services to the

While the community mental health 


center Is designed to fill in the gaps left 
by state hospitals It is also expected to 
work cooperatively with the private sec- 
tor. The community mental health center 
can provide those services the private 
sector doesn't have the resources to es- 
tablish. 


The federal government has acted as 


initiator and promoter of the community 
movement. Funds have been made avail- 
able for the construction of the centers 
and their Initial staffing. It was expected 
that within five years each center' would 
get the support of local and state govern- 
ments as well as private sources and 
third party payers such as Insurance 
companies. 


So far there have been few failures 


among community mental health centers 
throughout the country. 


The true test of these centers' will 


come, according to Dr. Alan Biegel, di- 
rector of the Southern Arizona Mental 
Health Center in Tucson; when the com- 
munity In which the center is located be- 
comes totally involved in the mainte- 
nance of their own center. 


Localized colon-rectum cancer shows a 
69 per cent survival rate compared to 39 
per cent when there is regional in- 
volvement. In uterine cancer, the surviv- 
al rate is 81 per cent when the disease is 
localized and only 45 per cent after It has 
spread. The high death rate of lung can- 
cer Is related to the difficulty of early 
detection. 


"FACTS" POINTS out that In its drive 


to close the gap between what is and 
what could be achieved in cancer con- 
trol, the ACS has turned to the task force 
concept — carrying forward education 
into action. This means taking on the ad- 
ditional responsibility for motivating 
people and for making available to all 
the means for early detection and pre- 
vention. 


Of four targeted sites, reports "Facts," 


two task forces have already been acti- 
vated — on uterine and breast cancers — 
with task forces for lung and colon-rec- 
tum cancer being prepared. 


"The goal of the National Task Force 


on Uterine Cancer is 'to provide new di- 
rection for a major ACS program of a 
Pap test for every woman 20 years or 
older to who the test is applicable and 
for those under 20 at risk by the year 
1976," notes Dr. Suckow, associate pa- 
thologist at Holy Family Hospital. "Key 
aims of the program will be to 'assist in 
mobilizing health resources at national, 
state and community levels in a coordi- 
nated plan of action." 


On the recommendation of the Task 


Force on Breast Cancer launched this 
year, the ACS board of directors ap- 
. proved "an expenditure of more than $2- 
• m'llion to help support 12 major detec- 
-' tlon centers as part of a nationwide ef- 


fort to diagnose the disease when it is 
presymptomatic, preclinical, or at such 
an early stage as to be virtually 100 per 
cent curable," declares "Facts."

' When U.S. District Court Judge Robert 
L. Taylor of Knoxville, Tcnn., asked 300 
prospective Jurors If there was any rea- 
son why they could not be locked up for 
a trial that might last two months, hands 
began popping up all over the courtroom. 
-Kcrncr's attorney, Paul Connolly, ob- 
served that dislike of a long stay away

government witness. 


The judge also asked If they would be

vey, covering eastern Washington and 
northern Idaho, tabulated 56 per cent in 
favor of studs, and another 10 per cent 


undecided. 


The Inland vote was 1,052 to 640, with 


200 members registering "no opinion." 


EDITOR PHILIP WALLWORK of the 


Keystone Motorist, which conducted the 
Pennsylvania poll, classified the returns 
as "unusually heavy." "I didn't realize 
people felt so strongly about the safety 
features of studs," he said.

This is the second United States Com- 


memorative half-dollar to bear the like- 
ness of an American Negro and the sec- 
ond to display the image of a person ap- 
pearing on a previous issue. Booker T. 
Washington was the main device on a 
half-dollar issued in 1946. His profile ap- 
pears again on this coin with that of 
George Washington Carver, in 1951. 


The conjoined busts of the two great 


black Americans face right with all of 
the statutory inscriptions required for a 
United States coin plus the issuing au- 
thority completely encompassed inside 
the inner border. A relief map of the 
United States superimposed by the let- 
ters U.S.A and embayed by the slogan — 
"Freedom and Opportunity for all," and 
"Americanism," make up the reverse 
design. 


While it is officially referred to as the 


"Washington-Carver" 
half-dollar, 
the 


names would be more accurate if they 
were reversed. The full profile is that of 
George Washington Carver, with Wash- 
ington's in the background or to Carver's 
left. . 


KNOWN AS THE "Plant Doctor" be- 


cause of his ability to diagnose and treat 
ailing plants, George Washington Carver 
worked his way through the Iowa State 


College of Agriculture at Ames and grad- 
' uated with a B.S. degree In 1894, major- 
ing in agriculture. He became a part of 
the faculty at Iowa State as an assistant 
botanist where he soon earned the repu- 
tation as a genius with plants of all 
kinds. According to Artie Slabaugh's 
brief biography, his collection exceeded 
some 20,000 plant specimens. 


In 1896 Mr. Carver left Iowa State Col- 


lege and became the head of the now- 
famous Tuskegec Institute. It was here 


that Dr. Carver discovered new uses for 
the so-called "junk" plants, soy-bean, 
sweet potatoes and peanuts. 


THE COMMEMORATIVE half-dollar 


was authorized by the act of Sept 21, 
1951, provides for the issuance of five 
million coins between the date of author- 
ization and Aug. 7, 1954. It was dis- 
tributed by the Booker T. Washington 
Birthplace Memorial, of Rocky Mount, 
Va., and the George Washington Carver 
National Monument Foundation, Dia- 


mond, Mo., and sold through various 
banks and financial instiutions.

Washington-Carver half-dollars were 


struck at Philadelphia, Denver and San 
Francisco mints from 1951 through 1951 
and were originally intended to sell in 
sets of three, one from each mint, at $10 
per set Today's Red Book" A Guide 
Book of United States Coins." lists a set 
of 1951 pieces at $20 to $25; 1952's A 
$27.50 to $30; 1953's at $32.50 to $35 and 
1954's from $19.75 to $23. A single type

ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI) - The Nixon

Judgment on what is news and fair com- 
ment for the judgment of the public and 
the TV broadcasters," charged Robert 
G. Fichenberg, chairman of the freedom 
of information committee of, the Ameri- 
can Society of Newspaper Editors and 
executive editor of the Knickerbocker 
News-Union Star in Albany. 


Proposed legislation was announced 


recently by Clay T. Whitehead, director 
of the White House Office of Tele- 
communications Policy, to correct what 
he called "imbalance or consistent bias 
in the networks." 


"So far, the executive branch's tech- 


nique had been an attempt to undermine 
the credibility of those segments of the 
press that the administration has consid- 
ered unfriendly," Fichenberg said. 


THE WHITEHEAD announcement rep- 


resents another weapon, he sold: "The 
prospect of government control of TV 
news programming through the threat of 
withdrawing licenses from those stations 
that do not monitor network news pro- 
grams to the administration's satisfac- 
tion." 


"In what appears to be an attempt to 


coerce and entice local TV stations into 
accepting its plan, the administration is 
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using the familiar carrot-and-stick tech- 
nique," Fichenberg said. 


"The carrot is the administration's 


proposal to extend the licensing period 
from three to four years If the stations 
will accept what amounts to government 
censorship. 


"The stick is the threat that TV sta-' 


tions may lose their licenses if they don't' 
go along."

To Aid Public 


Whistle While We Dam 


Ench year, the International 


Press Institute (IPI), an organiza- 
tion of 1,700 members in G2 non- 
communist countries, issues a re- 
port on the status of freedom of the 
press throughout the world. 


For many years, journalists have 


been accustomed to warnings from 
the IPI about losses of freedom in 
the countries of Eastern Europe, 
South America and Asia. 


In its recent annual report, the 


IPI again reported serious repres- 
sions in Asia, particularly in the 
Philippines, and in South America. 


But it is alarming to find that the 


annual IPI study led to the con- 
clusion that serious setbacks have 
occurred in the past year in the 
two strongest bastions of the free 
press, Britain and the United 
States. 


Of the United States, the IPI 


said, "The government in various 
guises is attempting to chip away 
at press freedom through the 
courts and by threats of court ac- 
tion ... The intention, it seems, is 
to make the journalists timid in re- 
search for the facts and the public 
nervous when confronted by a re- 
porter asking for them." 


The IPI report is evidence that 


the growing feeling of apprehen- 
sion about attacks on the free press 
is not simply some form of mild 
paranoia among American journal- 
ists, but rather springs from symp- 
toms recognizable to practicing 
n e w s m e n throughout the free 
world. 


It is therefore encouraging to sec 


n number of federal lawmakers 
drafting legislation which would 
strengthen by statute the guaran- 
tees of freedom of speech and the 
press 
embodied 
in 
the First 


Amendment of the Constitution. 


A m o n g the many proposals 


drafted for consideration of the 
Congress, the "News Media Source 
Protection Act" submitted by Sen. 


L o w e l l P. W e i c k e r Jr., 
R-Connccticut, appears to be the 
most comprehensive. 


Sen. Wcickcr, in announcing his 


proposal, made the important point 
that it is not a bill seeking to estab- 
lish any special privilege for news- 
men. It is, rather, a bill aimed at 
preserving the right of the Ameri- 
can people to access to facts about 
their government. Weicker argues 
that this access to a "free flow of 
news" is in danger if newsmen are 
not allowed to protect the sources 
of information which could suffer if 
they are identified as having dis- 
closed facts which are detrimental 
to those in positions of power. 


Weicker's bill, in short, would ex- 


empt newsmen from orders to re- 
veal their sources of information to 
grand juries, courts, congressional 
committees, or any other govern- 
mental agencies seeking to estab- 
lish that some crime had been 
committed. It would therefore pre- 
vent the government from con- 
verting the press into an in- 
vestigative branch of government 
and using it in "fishing ex- 
peditions" for evidence. 


In cases of open trial, the bill 


would also specifically affirm the 
right of a judge to order revela- 
tion of sources when that is the on- 
ly avenue to arriving at a true ver- 
dict in matters of grave concern. 


The Weicker bill appears to rec- 


ognize that the right of a newsman 
to protect his sources is not an ab- 
solute — but it also invests that 
right with protections which ulti- 
mately serve the interests of pro- 
moting the transmission of facts to 
the public. 


It appears to us to be a needed 


bulwark against encroachments 
on a basic American freedom and 
we arc hopeful that the Illinois con- 
gressional delegation will support 
it. 


Useful Calculators 


Are those electronic pocket cal- 


culators which so many students 
received as Christmas gifts last 
year about to create an educational 
dilemma? 


"Yes," say some members of the 


educational community. The me- 
chanical aids can materially im- 
pede development of a student's 
basic mathematical skills, and the 
student who cannot afford such a 
device will be at a competitive dis- 
advantage in the classroom. 


"No," counters one of the na- 


tion's leading calculator manufac- 
turers. 


There's no question that the abil- 


ity to handle simple arithmetic is a 
vital goal of basic education, says 
Edward A. White, president of 
Bowmar Instrument Corp., which 
turns out more than 2,000 machines 
a day. 


But, ho argues, a youngster at 


age 16 has probably learned all the 
simple arithmetic he is capable of 
absorbing, and we must recognize 
that some individuals'have an in- 
herently deficient sense of arith- 
m e t l c a n d remain "under- 
privileged" in that respect all their 
lives. 


"The student with low mathema- 


tical talent, often amounting to a 
total block, has always labored un- 
der that disadvantage," he says. 
"The calculator will now redress 
it." 


White, who invented^ the first 


pocket calculator,, says that for 
more advanced courses, pencil- 
and-paper computation is only 
time-consuming drudgery and may 
easily be one of the classroom irri- 
tants that lead young people to 
question the "relevance" of the 
educational process. 


Other aids, such as slide rules, 


are used in classrooms all the 
time, he points out. The calculator, 
which does similar computations 
faster and more accurately, should 
be viewed as a positive contribu- 
tion to learning. 


Since Bowmar introduced the 


first American-made machines in 
1971, other companies have entered 
the market and sales are now ex- 
pected to repeat the history of the 
first electric typewriter — two to 
three million machines annually. 


The forecast is that within five 


years, there will be a pocket calcu- 
lator hi one out of every three U.S.

1972 'Best Year Ever' 
For U.S. Auto Industry

BONN (UPI) _ West German steel 


makers, the "glamor boys" of economic 
boom only a few years ago, aro suddenly 
sharing hard times with the corner gro- 
cer. 


And they see no quick end to slack- 


ening demand that has weakened Ger- 
many's economy. 


Continuing cost Increases plus low do- 


mestic and foreign demand forced the 
steel men to cut back the 1971 in- 
vestment of $692.5 million by an esti- 
mated $155.3 million this year. 


"For the time being," said Dieter 


Spethmann, a board member of the Au- 
gust-Thysscn-Huctle A. G. steel giant, 
"we aro In no position to make any deci- 
sions on future investment." 


THYSSE.VS net profits slumped by 71 


per cent In 1071. The company, West 
Germany's biggest steel maker, has dls- 
mined thousands of Its 96,000 member 
work force to cut costs. 


The Industry's troubles began with the 


May 10, 1971, floating of the German 
mark on world currency markets. 


The exchange rato of the mark shot up 


— and with It the price of German ex- 
ports, like steel — in an upward revalua- 
tion of about 10 per cent 


The floating of the mark was ordered 


by the former Finance and Economics 
Minister Karl Schiller to cut off specula- 
tion In the undcrprlccd mark and get rid 
of billions of U.S. dollars that had flowed 


into Germany. It came at a bad time for 
Industries with export Interests. 


THE 10 PER cent price increase the 


float tacked onto German products in 
competitive foreign markets crippled In- 
dustry's export business at a time of low 
domestic orders. 


The floating period ended Dec. 21,1971, 


when the Bonn government fixed a new 
central rate at the German mark at 
3.2225 to the dollar, following a settle- 
ment reached at the international mone- 
tary conference in Washington. 


The new rate of exchange brought no 


relief, because It amounted to an official 
13.6 per cent upgrading of the mark 
against the dollar and a 6.5 per cent re- 
valuation against all the world cur- 
rencies. 


The 10 per cent surcharge on imports 


imposed by President Nixon — to help 
reduce the chronic American balance of 
payments deficit — raised additional 
barriers to West German steel shipments 
abroad. 


AS A RESULT of such unfavorable fac- 


tors, German crude steel output in 1971 
dropped to 40,31 million tons from 45 mil- 
lion tons the previous year. 


With Industry utilizing only 75 per cent 


of capacity, 10,700 stcclworkers had to 
look for other jobs. 


Business picked up somewhat in mid- 


1972, although industry spokesmen de- 
scribed the volume of orders in hand as 
"not completely satisfactory." 


The year 1972 will be recorded as the 


best In U.S. auto. Industry history, both 
on a model and calendar-year basis, said 
American.Motors Corp. Pres. Roy D. 
Chapln Jr. in a year-end statement. 


Record sales of passenger cars ex- 


ceeded 10.7-million units in the model 
year, Including imports, and reached an 
all-time high of more than 10.8 .million 
units for the 12 months ending Dec. 31. 
Domestic models account for about 9.3 
million units of these totals — another 
new high: 


But as strong as this performance is, 


the records may be short-lived. They will 
be at least seriously challenged in the 
1973 model and calendar years, because 
domestic and import car sales arc ex- 
pected to approach 11 million units, 
whichever 12-month period is considered, 
Chapln said.

Demand foricars in the first quarter of 


the 1973 model year has continued 
strong. The problem has been'to match' 
supply to this 'demand. American Motors • 
increased production 20 per cent since 
the model year began, but brisk sales, 
have kept Inventories relatively low.' 


AMERICAN MOTORS' 1973 model 


sales were up 12 per cent over the level 
for the same period a .year ago, as of 
mid-December, with annual sales of over 
300,000 units for the model year. 


A continuing trend toward smaller cars 


is not having the adverse effect on auto 
industry earnings that some observers 
predicted, according to Chapln. There 
are two reasons for this: one, intensive 
cost control programs by all segments of

Phone Bill Excise 
Tax To Be Cut 


Telephone users in .the Arlington 


Heights area will save an estimated 
$475,000 on their telephone bills during 
1973, thanks to a reduction In federal ex- 
cise taxes. 


The 10 per cent federal excise tax is 


reduced to 9 per cent, effective on all 
bills received in 1973. This Is the first 
step of a 10-year progressive reduction in 
the tax, leading to total repeal by Jan. 1, 
1982. 


The reduced tax will apply to all tele- 


phone charges on current bills, Including 
charges Incurred In 1972. Illinois Bell, 
acting as a collection agent for the tax, 
collected $104,100, or approximately $33 a 
customer in federal excise taxes last 
year. 


"Dividends and capital gains from the 


fund may be reinvested annually — with 
all tax payments deferred until after re- 
tirement, when most persons are In low- 
er tax brackets and the tax bite then 
isn't so large." 


Jensen gives an Illustration based on 


two self-employed professional men with 
earnings exceeding $25,000 and presumed 
to be In the 50 per cent income tax 
bracket. "The hypothetical investments 
began In 1957. The Keogh Act did not 
exist then, but is used here for the pur- 
pose of this example," Jensen explains, 


"Let us say there were two physicians 


— each 50 years old. We will give each 
man — for purposes of illustration only 
— $2,500 in bcfore-tax income to invest. 
As noted earlier, this is the maximum 
Investment permitted under the Kcogh 
law. 


"Physician No. 1, who did not know 


about Kcogh and thus invested without 
its benefits, every year first had to pay 
Uncle Sam $1,250, leaving only $1,250 
with which to buy mutual fund shares. 


"Physician No. 2, contributing to his 


own retirement under the Keogh Act, an- 
nually invested $2,500. He was able to 
buy twice as many mutual fund shares 
as No. 1 and could deduct the $2,500 from 
his income for federal tax purposes. He 
will have to pay the taxes later, but after 
he retires and Is then usually In a lower 
tax bracket." 


JENSEN NOTES THAT No. 2's total 


investment — from 1957 to 1972 — would 
have been $37,500. With dividends and 
capital gains reinvested each year — the 
total worth of No. 2's shares, would have 
mounted to $79|486 — based, of course, 
on the performance of this particular 
fund during this particular time.

Like a monster, hybrid octopus, the 


tentacles of muss transportation and su- 
per expressways grope from Chicago's 
Loop to the far reaches of the six-county 
metropolitan area. 


Every working day tens of thousands 


of working men and women from subur- 
ban Cook, Lake, DuPagc, McHcnry, 
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Kane and Will counties stream across 
the sprawling metropolitan area to the 
hub. 


And every evening they turn around 


and do It all over again. 


There arc about 7 million residents In 


the Chicago metropolitan area — 3.7 mil- 
lion In (ho suburbs and 3.3 million in Chi- 
cago. Transportation experts estimate 
more than 2 million of those residents 
board rail and bus vehicles In the area 
five days a week. 


MORE THAN TWO dozen rail and bus 


carriers converge on the Loop every 
working morning, yet only 10 per cent of 
the commuters work In the crowded busi- 
ness area. 


Those riders, and their counterparts 


who travel by bus, make tho dally trips 


at considerable cost, time delay and lack 
of comfort, and arc not even taken to 
where they finally want to go. 


Meanwhile, thousands and thousands of 


motorists sit motionless on Jammed, mil- 
lion-dollar expressways, their tempera- 
tures rising llicc tho overheating engines 
of their expensive automobiles. 


The Investment in mass transportation 


in the six-county region to date is im- 
pressive. More than $200 million has 
been Invested in commuter rail facilities 
by the six area commuter lines, with 
about half of that sum being Invested in 
tho past 20 years. 


Hundreds of millions of dollars have 


been spent on building an elaborate sys- 
tem of expressways and tollways from 
Chicago to the sprawling suburban 
areas. 


Yet the system appears to be reaching 


a state of paralysis. 


The highways have reached the satura- 


tion point. 


Many bus companies face bankruptcy. 


None show a profit. 


Commuter rail lines are In bad finan- 


cial straits. Only one — the Chicago and 
North Western Ry. — operates in the 
black. 


SINCE THE tremendous growth of Chi- 


cago's suburban areas began in earnest, 
one factor has been obvious — although 
those moving to the suburbs are willing 
to spend extra time traveling to Chicago, 
they also want to be near the facilities to 
get them there. 


Thus, the exodus to the suburban areas 


resulted in "fingers" of population 
growth, with the areas adjacent to major 
roadways and commuter rail transit sys- 
tems cxpcrcnclng both the heavier initial 
thrust and the higher growth rate. 


The "fingers" of population expansion 


in the Chicago metropolitan area, which 
more closely resemble crooked spokes In 
a wheel, exist primarily along the routes 


National Study's Aim: 
Get Most From Freeways 


Although urban freeways constitute 


only a small proportion of the nation's 
highway mileage, they carry the major 
portion of its vehicles. It Is vitally impor- 
tant, therefore, that freeways operate at 
maximum efficiency. 


Because of the high cost and limited 


availability of rlghts-of-way within the 
city. It Isn't practical to add lanes or oth- 
erwise reconstruct a freeway when it be- 
comes chronically congested. The solu- 
tion lies in Improving the traffic flow 
through such methods as traffic surveil- 
lance, communication and other controls. 


In an effort to get a clearer insight into 


this problem, the National Cooperative 
Highway Research Program, which is 
administered by tho Highway Research 
Board, has entered into a $50,000 con- 
tract with Patrick J. Athol, a consulting 
engineer from Pittsburgh, Pa., and a 
recognized expert in the field of freeway 
operations and control. 


Athol'i research will be conducted In 


two parts. He will assess the results ob- 
tained by,the freeway surveillance and 
control system installed several years 
ago on tho John C. Lodge Freeway in 
Detroit This national proving ground for 
freeway surveillance control and elec- 
tronic traffic aids has been extensively 
equipped for these purposes, and Athol 
will prepare a written report coveting 
the control systems on the Lodge Free- 
way and the adjacent streets In the free- 
way corridor. 


SECOND, he will determine a method 


or methods for Increasing the effective- 
ness of the system which involves the 
freeway and the adjacent surface street 
network within the corridor, and eval- 
uate the methods on the site. 


The result of the project, which is ex- 


pected to be complete by the end of No- 
vember, will be a report, complete with 
documentation and case histories, in the 
vein of "Getting The Most Service From 
Freeways." It will incorporate the find- 
ings of published research reports and 
experience available from past ongoing 
freeway traffic operations projects. 


The NCHRP was created in June, 1962 


as a means to accelerate research into 
particularly acute problems affecting 
highway transportation on a nationwide 
scale. It Is sponsored by the American 
Association of State Highway Officials in 
cooperation with the U.S.-Department of 
Transportation's Federal Highway Ad- 
ministration. 


The Highway Research Board was or- 


ganized in 1920 and Is a cooperative or- 
ganization of highway 
transportation 


technologists of America. The board's 
purpose Is to advance knowledge of the 
n a t u r e and performance of trans- 
portation systems through the stimu- 
lation of research and the dissemination 
of information resulting from such re- 
search. 


The board operates within the Division 


of Engineering of the National Research 
Council, which serves both the National 
Academy of Sciences and the National 
Academy of Engineering. 


served by the nine rapid transit-commu- 
ter lines. Those nine commuter lines are 
operated by the Chicago & North West- 
ern Ry.; Burlington Northern; Gulf, Mo- 
bile and Ohio; Illinois Central; Mil- 
waukee Road; Penn Central; Rock Is- 
land, and Chicago, South Shore and 
South Bend. 


The population growth in the North- 


west suburban area since 1960 serves as 
a good example of the trend. 


In the Northwest suburbs, the areas 


earlier and more heavily developed and 
populated were those along the C&NW 
tracks and Northwest Highway — Des 
P1 a i n e s, Mount Prospect, Arlington 
Heights and Palatine. 


Communities not adjacent to the rail 


line — Rolling Meadows, Schaumburg, 
Hoffman Estates, Buffalo Grove and Elk 
Grove Village — were incorporated 
years later and only recently have start- 
ed substantial growth. 


Wheeling is an exception to the general 


rule, but It grew along what once was a 
major artery, Milwaukee Avenue. 


NORTHWEST suburban residents have 


several options available to travel to the 
Loop and other areas of Chicago, a trip 
many area residents make daily. 


Three commuter rail lines serve the 


area — the C&NW's Northwest line and 
the North and West lines of the Mil- 
waukee Road. 


The first is the most frequently used in 


the N o r t h w e s t suburbs, extending 
through Park Ridge, Des Plaines, Mount 
Prospect, Arlington Heights, Palatine, 


Harrington and then on to Crystal Lake 
and Harvard. A north extension, out of 
Crystal Lake, extends into Wisconsin. 


The two Milwaukee Road lines — one 


to the north and west of the C&NW, the 
other to the south — pick up some North- 
west suburban commuters who reside be- 
tween one of the lines and the C&NW 
tracks. Residents of Wheeling, Buffalo 
Grove, Schaumburg, Hoffman Estates, 
and Elk Grove Village, for example, 
could use either the C&NW or one of the 
Milwaukee lines. The determination usu- 
ally is made by the proximity of their 
destination to the two different Chicago 
terminal locations. 
' The Chicago and North Western, on its 
three lines, maintains ITS miles of track 
and 67 stations. It carries an estimated 
22 million passengers a year, almost 
100,000 riders each weekday to and from 
50 suburbs of Chicago. 


It is the largest self-supporting subur- 


ban rail service in the country. 
. , 


MANY COMMUTERS, however, by- 


pass the commuter rail lines in favor of 
the personal automobile. The reasons 
most often given include: 


—The cost of the railroad in addition to 


parking costs at the train station are too 
high. 


—Parking at or near the train station 


is inadequate.

—The location of the Chicago terminal 


is too distant from the final destination, 
often requiring use of still another form

BUT THIS expressway system, experts 


say, has reached the "saturation point." 
A recent study showed rush-hour speeds 
average 22.1 miles per hour — a rate of 
travel 10 per cent slower than that found 
in New York City and slowest of all ma- 
jor cities hi the country. • 


"The expressways 
were never de- 


signed to carry more than 200,000 cars a 
day," said Joseph McDermott, director 
of expressway surveillance for the state 
. Department of Transportation. 
"But 


we've already exceeded that."

If the current situation looks grim, the 


future appears worse. McDermott noted 
traffic, volume is increasing at the rate of 
8 per cent a year, "something is going to 
, have to give," he said. 


For Northwest suburban motorists, the 


truth hits home as they travel the Kenne- 
dy Expressway. At the junction of that 


• superhighway and the Edens, 240,000 
cars pass daily, giving that Intersection 
the greatest input of traffic in the world. 


The third alternative to-Chicagoland 


commuters lies in the 14 suburban bus 
lines, two airport bus lines and the Chi- 
cago Transit Authority (CTA) bus sys- 
tem. , 


All are in serious financial difficulties. 


None operates at a profit. 


WHAT BUS transportation exists in the 


Northwest suburbs is provided primarily 
by the United Motor Coach Co. of Des 


Flames and, to a lesser degree, by the 
Glenview Bus Co., and the North- 
' western Transit Corp. of Schaumburg. 


United's service, however, Is concen- 


trated hi Des Plaines — company offi- 
cials estimate 40 per cent of its riders 
are from that city. Many residents of the 
20 suburbs served by United are not even 
aware of its existence. 


The bus company carried 2.8 million 


riders in 1971, but is on the verge of 
bankruptcy and is currently trying to 
convince the city to buy the line. 


Though the detailed problems of 


United and all other bus companies are 
manifold, the central difficulty is simple 
— fares can no longer cover increased 
labor and operating costs. 


The over-all picture Is one of a number 


of transportation facilities and highways 
with little or no organization. While the 
means for transportation exist, a net- 
work or system does not. 


MASS transportation in the Chicago 


metropolitan area today serves the fortu- 
nate few who work in or close to the 
Loop or close to suburban rail lines. For 
most others, there is no mass transit at 
all. 


To make matters worse, all indications 


are that the Chicago area will lose much 
of what it already has, as financially ail- 
ing commuter transportation services 


" face overwhelming financial problems. 


"Crisis is not too strong a word," said 


•John Bailey, director of the North- 
western University Transportation Cen- 
ter, recently. 


"We're producing a crisis in the sense 


that the region is becoming less acces- 
sible to more people."

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The Diabetic Child 


Teamwork Helps Him Lead A .No rmal Life

Fifty years have passed since the dis- 


covery and first clinical application of in- 
sulin. 


During thot 50 ycars"lhe prevalence of 


known diabetics has skyrocketed. 


Figures from the Joslln DUbctcs Foun- 


dation In Boston indicate that today there 
are more than 4 million known diabetics 
In the United States. An additional 
5.123,000 persons will develop diabetes 
during their lives. 


The American Diabetes Association re- 


ports that between 1950 and 1965 the 
number of known diabetics approximate- 
ly doubled. Because of modern screening 
techniques, combined with better meth- 
ods of detection and diagnosis, and be- 
cause life span has been Increased and 
older people are especially prone to dia- 
betes, the number continues to rise. 


MEDICAL PIIOGIIESS has Increased 


the life span and the child-bearing poten- 
tial of the diabetic. Genetic trans- 
missions have increased the number of 
diabetic children. And Insulin and anti- 
biotics have made it possible for the dia- 
betic child to survive. 


And so the prevalence of juvenile onset 


diabetes has also Increased, Its severity 
greater than In adults, Its complications 
frequent and serious, and its control a 
source of anxiety and emotional stress 
for parents. 


At Lutheran General Hospital, a team 


approach has proved most helpful in 
bringing about good control and helping 
the diabetic child to live a full, normal 
life. The efforts of doctor, dietitian and 
clinical specialist arc combined to edu- 
cate the child himself, his family, his 
school, his whole social sphere In the ac- 


ceptance and management of his dis- 
ease. 


"THE BEST THING you can do for a 


child is give him the proper education to 
take core of himself," asserted Dr. Mel- 
vln Chertack, attending physician at Lu- 
theran General Hospital in Pork Ridge 
and chairman of the diabetes and educa- 
tion program of the Diabetes Association 
of Greater Chicago. 


A diabetic child may spend a few days 


to a week in the hospital — or merely 
come in as an out-patient, depending on 
the severity of his condition — while the 
team works out the delicate balance of 
insulin to diet and energy expenditure. 
At the same time he Is taught to accept 
his own diabetes and to allow his friends 
and fellow students to accept It. 


"His diabetic condition should not be 


kept private," sold Dr. Chertack. "There 
is no stigma attached to it. Fear of being 
exposed is one of the greatest threats to 
a normal way of life." 


IN-PATIENT AND out-patient classes 


arc available to both parents and chil- 
dren — classes taught by such experts in 
the field of nutrition as Fat Plavcan, 
registered dietitian, who tailors the 
child's diet to his regular lifestyle and 
teaches him how to exchange different 
foods to adapt to different situations. 


"Diabetes is no longer a 'no carbohy- 


drates' disease — It's a matter of how 
much of what and when," she said. "I 
try to find out the child's favorite foods 
and to come as close as possible. There 
Is no such thing as a 'diabetic' diet — it's 
a regular diet individually planned for a 
person who has diabetes. I can teach a 
smart child how to work around almost 
anything — the holidays, birthday par- 
tics, a cafeteria line, the school lunch 
program. 


SUMMER CAMP FOR DIABETIC youngsters is a 
combined learning-pleasure experience for 50 girls 
and 50 boys from the CMcago.area each year. The 


children are helped to understand more about 
their condition and to accept the responsibilities 
of injecting their insulin and balancing their diet. 


The camp at Lake Geneva, Wis., is supported by 
the Diabetes Association of Greater Chicago. 


"I can deal with what's available, but 


the whole family must support the child 
in food choices. What I am teaching is 
good nutrition for everybody, the value 
of a good, healthy diet. I'd like to change 
the snacking habits of all children . . . 
for the sake of dental health alone." ' 


ALSO WORKING directly with chil- 


dren and their families are nurses Pat 


HELPING THE DIABETIC child is a team project at Lu- 
thoran General Hospital. Her* Dr. Melvin Chertack and 
dietitian Pat Plavcan discuss the total calories the child 
will nttd In a day. Together they determine the per- 


centages of protein, fat and carbohydrates. Pat tailors 
tht diet to the child's life at homo taking into account 
his favorite foods and teaching him a food "exchange" 
system.

and the more understanding the child 
has, the fewer problems there will be,'v' 
said Sally, who follows up the training 
programs by going into the household or 
working with the family at the out- 
patient clinic to make sure all learning 
has been accomplished. 


"Survival of the well controlled diabet- 


ic child is now approaching the survival 
limit of normal healthy children," said 
Dr. Chertack. "Anything a normal child 
can do, a diabetic child can do. Com- 
plications are becoming lessened and the 
figures are improving all the time." 


ANOTHER EXCELLENT source Of 


learning for diabetic youngsters is the 
Summer Camp for Diabetic Children at 
Lake Geneva, Wis., where for three 
weeks each year 100 boys and girls from 
the Chicago area enjoy a normal camp 
experience. At the same time these 8 to 
13-year-olds are helped to understand 
more about their condition and to accept 
the responsibilities involved, injecting 
their own Insulin and balancing their 
diet. 


The camp is supported by the Diabetes 


Association of Greater Chicago, affiliate 
of the American Diabetes Association. 
The Diabetes Association of Greater Chi- 
cago also supports research, professional 
education and lay education; conducts an 
annual diabetes detection program; and 
works with area groups of interested per- 
sons such as the Northwest Suburban 
Parents of Diabetic Children. 


This parent group, with 55 active mem- 


bers, meets the third Thursday of each 
month at Chippcwa Junior High School in 
Des Plaines. Parents compare their ex- 
periences and emotional involvement. 
"We help each other over the rough 
spots," said Mrs. Gerald Andreson of 
Bensenville, the group's current presi- 
dent 


Whether one views the juvenile diabet- 


ic from the subjective viewpoint of his 
parents or from the objective viewpoint 
of the doctor and other professionals 
working with him, the fact remains that 
much must be done if a prevention and 
cure are to be found. 


Dr. Chertack described some of the lat- 


est 
a v e n u e s of research. Ex- 


perimentation is being done with pan- 
creas transplants, sometimes in con- 
junction with a kidney transplant. New 
methods of treatment to prevent the 
complications of diabetes are being ex- 
plored; a recent accomplishment is the 
laser beam treatment for retinal hemorr- 
hages. The Importance of earliest pos- 
sible detection and treatment in child- 
hood to prevent or minimize later com- 
plications is stressed. 


Experiments in the field of genetic con- 


trol are being conducted, testing the in- 


tra-utcrino baby to determine the genetic 
structure that predisposes to the disease. 
Scientists arc asking themselves, "Can 
we affect this structure to change the 
genetic code?" Studies of cells from the 
amnlotic fluid ore under way. But so for 
there ore no "genetic markers," no meth- 
od of defining who will be diabetic and 
who will be a carrier of diabetes. 


RESEARCHERS have been working on 


the development of a tiny, implontable 
artificial pancreas which determines 
blood-sugar level and automatically re- 
leases the exact insulin dosage necessary 
at any moment Though the components 
for the unit are already in existence, 
they must be successfully miniaturized 
before insertion Into the human body is 
possible. 


Meanwhile the Lutheran General Hos- 


pital team devotes its efforts to helping 
the diabetic child live a normal, happy 
active life by accepting his condition and 
learning to be responsible for the daily 
discipline necessary to keep his disease 
well controlled. 


"In a family with good longevity where 


the child's diabetes is well controlled, the 
outlook Is exceptionally good," stated Dr. 
Chertack. "The better he takes care of 
himself, the better are his chances."

chokes. He thought they were great, now 
wants me to do 
1 them. I've eaten arti- 


chokes before; but cooking is a brand- 
new art for me and I'm baffled. You 
sound like a bride's best friend. Please 
help;

Relax, Valerie, it Isn't nearly as com- 


plex as it might look. I love them, but 
admit it was a developed taste. I've for- 
gotten now how long ago that was. 


Anyway, when you shop for them, take 


a look to see if bugs have been eating et 
the leaves. If after you get them home 
and have to discard a few leaves, feel 
free because it won't hurt the artichoke. 
Hold'them under cold running water and 
cut off port of the stem if it's too long. 
Most good cooks cut off about an inch 
from the top and trim off the thorny tip 
of each leaf with a pair of scissors. I 
admit they do look neater this way. . 


I cook them upright in about three 


Inches of boiling, salted water (with a 
sprinkling of vinegar), covered. It takes 
about 30 minutes to reach the desired 
tenderness. You con tell by either pierc- 
ing the stalk or try pulling out a leaf. We 
serve them the simple way — with plain 
melted margarine for dipping. 


Dear Dorothy: Our rented house has a 


fireplace with a marble hearth — but, 
golly, the stains. Is there some simple 


product that might make it look better?

It won't harm the hearth, and might 


help it a lot, to wash it and then wipe 
with a solution of three-fourth cup of 
chlorine bleach to a gallon of warm wa- 
ter. You can let this solution stand for 
about 5 minutes, then rinse with clear 
water and dry. •

We received a phono call recently from 


n frustrated consumer who was going to 
picket a local cleaners because they had 
shrunk her clothes (Including a brand 
new dress) and refused to compensate 
her (on the illogical grounds that the 
dress had been bought on sale). 


The woman said she had contacted a 


number of- parties. Including the Con- 
sumer Fraud Division of the Attorney 
General's office and the Chicago Dry 
Cleaners Association, none of whom 
could or would help her. So she was pre- 
pared to resort to public protest, which, 
under the circumstances, probably would 
have done little good. 


It Is both sad and unnecessary that 


vast numbers of consumers arc still liv- 
ing lives of "quiet desperation" because 
they don't know where to go to gain res- 
titution for Inferior merchandise or ser- 
vices. 


In a case such as this one, when a lo- 


cal merchant is involved and your com- 
plaint is one of negligence in services 
performed, (or unsatisfactory merchan- 
dise) the first thing to do is contact the 
Better Business Bureau of Chicago and 
(llo a complaint (4G7-UOO). The BBB 
brings to boar the pressure of the entire 
business community on the delinquent 
merchant, and they have an excellent 
record of success. My personal experi- 
ence with the BBB lirs been that when 
they speak, even the most recalcitrant 
business jumps. 


The BBB acts as a mediator between 


the consumer and the merchant to effect 
a settlement of the problem. Situations 
most often handled by the BBB involve 
home appliance sales and repairs, home 
(urnishlnp, home remodeling and re- 
pain, automobile sales and service, and 
door-to-door sales. The BBB will also tell 
you, before you make a purchase or sign 
a contract, whether a particular business 
is registered with them and whether oth- 
ers have complained about it (4G7-OC50). 
Preventive medicine can save you mon- 
ey. 


IK YOU SUSI'KCT a fraud is Involved 


in your complaint — a merchant has in 
some may dccievcd you and the mer- 
chandise or service docs not square with 
advertisements or promises made — you 
should contact the Consumer Fraud Divi- 
sion of the Attorney General's Office 
(76D-.T742.) They con approach your prob- 
lem from a legal standpoint, telling you 
first of all if a law has been broken, and 
then taking legal action against the busi- 
ness. A judge may then award you com- 
pensation or may order the business to 
replace the faulty merchandise — what- 
ever the situation requires. 


When there has been no fraud, but a 


broach of contract (ns with the clca- 
ncra), or dissatisfaction and undue ex- 
pense with a product, you may file a 
complaint In the Small Claims Court 
(443-8166.) You need no attorney, you 
state your complaint In simple language, 
and U you win you will recover both fee 
arid damages. 


If you file the complaint yourself, the 


claim can bo ns much ns $1,000. U you 
have the court make out your claim, the 
limit Is $300. A $300 claim will cost you 
J9.50 In fees, and a $1,000 claim, $11. 


The Small Claims Court, like the Bet- 


te'r Business Bureau, Is frequently effec- 
tive in winning compensation of some 
sort (or the consumer. 


To simplify all of the foregoing, just 


remember these rules of thumb: 


— 1. For any consumer problem of a 


local nature, contact the Better Business 
Bureau first. If they can not satisfy you, 
or if you prefer for other reasons, file a 
complaint in the Small Claims Court. 


— 2. If you think your problem In- 


volves fraud, contact the Consumer 
Fraud Division.

Umnr Hunt, owner of the Kansas City 


Chiefs, blurted it out during a meeting of 
NFL and AFL owners. Hunt credited his 
daughter with giving him the idea. He 
had purchased some Silly Putty for her 
and she called it her "super ball" bc- 
cnusc it was capable of doing so many 
things. 


Super Bowl I turned Green Bay into a 


ghost town, 'as a UPl story pointed out 
back on Jan. 15,1967: 


The only person spotted walking dnwn 


a street In the business section of this 
city today at 2:03 p.m. (klckolf time) 
was a policeman. He was earning n 
nightstick In his left hand, a transistor 
r.ull(> In hU right. 


A scared Kansas City team had to face 


the "ackers in that very important first 
battle of the leagues. It was no contest. 


"Kansas City has a good team," said 


Vincc Lombardl, surrounded by news- 
men outside the dressing room after the 
romp. "But It doesn't compare with 
some of the teams in the NFL,. Dallas is 
n better team. That's what you want me 
to say. Isn't it? There, I've said It." 


That statement was to burn in the 


hearts of all AFL players for two years. 
That is, until a victory or two by their 
side could cool the hurt. It wasn't to 
come in Super Bowl II as only the name 
of the loser changed. 


There were several lies between Oak- 


land and Green Day, Including one which 
had a former Packer — Ben Davidson — 
going against his old friends. 


"I remember Ben when he was with 


the Packers," said Cherry Starr, Bart's 
wife, as she recalled the 6-7, 265-pound 
rookie. "He was friendly with Bart ... 
One day he camo over to return a pen. 
He was wearing this big shaggy sweater 
that his wife had knit for him when he 
came to the door. 


"Our dog Is a good watchdog, 
and a 


very brave dog. But she took one look at 
Ben and ran howling under the bed!"

All of football, Namalh called his rival 
quarterback — Earl Morrall — not as 
gm»l as many QUs In the AFL, including 
his backup chuckcr.

This shocked the sports world. Here 


was a brash young man — Joseph Alex- 
ander Namath (he made up his middle 
name "Willie" to sound Southern while 
at Alabama) — calling the NFL's most 
valuable player a so-so slgnakallcr. 


Super Bowl III had someone to hate — 


Namath, and someone to pull for — the 
heavily favored (17 to 19 points) Colts. 
Especially when Namath uttered the fa- 
mous headline maker, "I guarantee it!" 


When the Jets pulled off the stunner, 


many called it the single most Important 
pro game ever played. It changed the 
attitude of the nation. 


Super Bowl IV added to this thinking, 


but it didn't start out that way. A gam- 
bling scandal, which seemingly had Kan- 
sas City quarterback Lcn Dawson tied 
into it, looked to mar the championship 
game with Minnesota. 


Dawson and the team pulled, closer to- 


gether because of the rumor and, again, 


• the "Junior League" came through. 


The Chiefs' Mike Garrctt made sure 


the victory brought across another point 
with his postgamc television comment: 


"Just wont to soy I remember what 


Vincc Lombardl said three years ago 
about us; that we're not as good as a lot 
of teams In the NFL ... Love ya, 
Vlnce!" 


The. almighty NFL and the upstart 


AFL tied at 2-2 for all-time because the 
rival league merged the next season. 


There was nothing super in the 1971 


bowl better known as the "Blunder 
Bowl" between Dallas and Baltimore. It 
only gave the Colts a chance to redeem 
themselves from the Jets' jolt. 


The following jcar gave Dallas the 


same chance against the Dolphins. 


The author recalled Miami's first mir- 


acle trip to the Super Bowl: 


Envisioning the Miami Dolphins in this 


Super Bowl game was comparable, per- 
haps to envisioning a prodigy In concert 
at Carnegie Hall. The team's metamor- 
phosis from the planning board to the 
pinnacle in a mere half-dozen years was 
clean and fast and completely unexpect- 
ed, like a quick opener up the middle on 
third down and eight. Hell, one might re- 
call that on that January day in 1967 
when the Green Bay Packers were win- 
ning the first Super Bowl game, the Dol- 
phins were barely out of the expansion 
womb; now here they were descending 
upon New Orleans in quest of the crown 
jewels. Audacity, audacity; it was as If 
the adolescent prince with acne and cow- 
lick had decided upon a coup d'etat..." 


Super Bowl VI unveiled still another 


target for fans' hatred — Duanc Thomas. 
He didn't talk, so the media cut him 
down. Namath must have had a good 
laugh about this turn of events. 


Calvin Hill, the other Dallas running- 


back, did talk and revealed his longing to 
• be the No. 1 executive in the nation as a 
grade schooler: 


"... My teacher asked me what I 


wanted to be when I grew up, 'President 
of the United States,' I said. 'Impossible,' 
she said. Then, she explained to me that 
a black man had no chance. It was the 
first time I ever realized that there was 
a difference, and it was the low point in 
my life." 


However, Hill played in a Super Bowl; 


President Nixon did not. Still, the Presi- 
dent tried to add his influence by sug- 
gesting a play for Don Shula, the Dol- 
phins' coach. And he picked 1:30 a.m. to 
reveal It to Shula.

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Same Old Problem For CBA-Money 


Report* that the Rockford franchise of 


. the Continental Basketball Association 


had folded proved to be exaggerated. In 
fact, coach Skip Thoren and his Rockets 
are very much alive In the chase for the 
No. 1 playoff spot In the West Division. 


R o c k f o r d owner Dale Hawklnson 


stopped paying the bills lost week and 
reports quickly circulated that the fran- 
chise had collapsed. But CBA commis- 
sioner Marv Rotblatt was determined to 
keep the Rockets afloat for the remain- 
der of the 1072-73 season. 


Thoren met with Rotblatt and owner 


Pete Collins of Lake County and agreed 
to a unique plan. The league provided 
$1,000 to pay for expense* — rental of the 
Rockford College gymnasium, security 
personnel, scorckceper, statistician, Jani- 
torial service. 
, 
, 


The survival plan also called for Tho> 


rcn and the players to split the home 
Kate receipts. They agreed, then Imme- 
diately set out to promote the team's re- 
malnlng home dates. For openers, ticket 
prices were slashed from «.50 and $2.50 
to 11.50 for adults and from 11.50 to SI 
tor students. 


"We're a gypsy outfit," explained Tho- 


ren. "We're trying to get away from the 
corporation-profit Idea. We're trying to 
tell the people In Rockford that we're 
trying to play basketball; that money 
Isn't the most Important criteria. We 
want the people to come out and enjoy 
the game." 


Thoren doesn't blame Hawklnson for 


the team's problems — all of them, that 
Is. "Our schedule hurt us. Most of our 
early games were on the road. Money 
was going out, not coming In. And wo 
didn't have much publicity before. There 
was no advertising fund, no public rela- 
tions, no promotion," Skip said. 


Thoren, who knew what publicity was 


all about when ho was an All-Big Ten 
star at Illinois in 1964-65, didn't waste 
any time In trying to drum up some sup- 
port. He contacted Rockford's three tele- 
vision stations, its two daily newspapers 
and its radio station. In fact, WCEE-TV, 
the local CBA affiliate, agreed to tape 
next Wednesday's game with Lake Coun- 
ty, then show It on the following Satur- 
day. 


The franchise Is living on a game-to- 


gnme bants — but It Isn't easy. Last Sat- 
urday, far example, only 
ISO people 


showed up as the Rockets had to com- 
pete with four high school basketball 
games In the area and with Christmas 
shopping. They cleared 1130. But the 
club's expenses average about S500 per 
game. 


It's a familiar story to Thoren, who 


knows what It is like to try to attain 
some measure of identification. After 
graduating 
from 
Illinois, Skip 
was 


drafted No. 2 by the Baltimore Bullets — 
but they didn't offer him enough money 
to sign so he played In Italy for one year. 


In 1967, when the American Basketball 


Association was founded, Thoren Joined 
the Minneapolis Musklcs. "We played In 
a 15,000-sont arena in Bloomlngton. But 
the crowds were only 816 ... or 540 ... 
or 670," recalled Skip, who suffered a 
knee injury and retired two years later. 


"To survive, the league must bo lied in 


more directly with the ABA or the Na- 
tional Basketball Association. But the 
people must understand it. The league 
must bo In front of the people for three 
to five years so they'll get to know It." 


There are persistent rumors that the 


Roc'-Jord and Lake County franchises 


will fold at the end of the 1972-73 cam- 
paign and that the Decatur organization 
will be moved to the Moline-Rock Island 
area. It also has been learned that fran- 
chises may be founded in Holland, Mich., 
Ft Wayne, Ind., and Toledo, Ohio.

In red Ink. He lost $18,000 last year and 
stands to lose even more this season. 
Last week, he hired well known Chicago 
disc Jockey Larry Lujack and • rock 
band to hypo Interest In Us Lakers — but 
the Waukegan High School team at- 
tracted a crowd of 3,400 while the profes- 
sional drew only 300. 


Grand Rapids Is writing another chap- 


ter, however. "But Grand Rapids is In a 
different situation. It can't be compared 
to Lake County or Rockford. It has Its 
own media — and the franchise has had 
plenty of exposure. It has been in busi- 
ness for a long time. It takes a lot of 
money and an owner who has the guts to 
stick it out," Thoren said. 


There is some good news in Rockford, 


however. Tho Rockets snapped their five- 
gome losing streak last Saturday, spill- 
ing Decatur 119-117 to maintain a slim 
lead In the West Division standings. But 
only 200 folks saw It. 


What Is the reason behind the sudden 


turnabout? "Money," declared Thoren. 
1 "When wo were 4-1," he continued, 
"wo had been paid for three gomes. But 
then we stopped getting paid and we 
stopped winning. It's a subconscious 
thing. One player sold to me: 'If the 
money isn't on the rim, we don't jump 
too well.' It causes a lackndasical atti- 
tude among the, players that is hard to 
overcome. 


"When we were winning, we were a 


solid team. We were unselfish. But when 
wo stopped getting paid, everyone was 
looking in other directions. Now It's a 
matter of pride among the players. This 
new arrangement has brought everyone 
together. The players are loose. As soon 
as they realized they had a way to get 
paid, you could see the difference right 
away." 


Huble Marshall paced the Rockets with 


35 points and Cecil Morries got 22. And 
Rockford also got a big assist from 6-4 
Scvertn Brown, a farmer Chicago (De La 
Salic) prep star who played with the 
Northwest Travelers in the CBA a year 
ago but Was cut by Decatur earlier this 
season. Brown scored five straight points 
to break a tie In the last two minutes and 
finished with 18 points In his debut with 
the Rockets. 


Earlier, Marshall scored 43 points but 


Rockford bowed to Lake County 151-130. 
Joe Franklin paced the Lakers with 40 
points and 18 rebounds while Len Chap- 
pell collected 33 points and 17 rebounds 
and Clarence Shcrrod contributed 24 
points and was credited with 18 assists. 


Meanwhile, a crowd of 3,280 showed up 


for last Saturday's Flint-Grand Rapids 
showdown. And Grand Rapids broke 
open a tight contest by outscoring Flint 
42-28 in the fourth quarter to pull away to 
a 151-133 victory.

2S per cent Increase over 1871 boat sales, 
making boating the fastest growing sport 
in America. Several million of them are 
on the nation's waterways in one form or 
another, some of them to live aboard lux- 
uriously appointed houseboats. 


The number of tennis players was up 


20 per cent, bicyclists up 15, and skiers 
10. Golf, the fastest growing sport a few 
years ago, had only a 4 per cent Increase 
in players at the nation's 10,665 courses, 
151 of them new. There are now 10.4 mil- 
lion regular golfers and 2.35 million who 
play 15 or fewer rounds a year. 


A new sport, sky surfing, has only just 


appeared on tho California horizon and 


has at least 300 enthusiasts. They jump 
off scacllffs and desert rockfaccs tied to 
giant delta-wing kites originally designed 
for the evacuation of combat pilots. Sky 
surfing equipment costs about $150, mak- 
ing it a bargain class sport. 


AT THE sedentary end of the recrea- 


tion spectrum, chess and backgammon 
are having a comeback that games in- 
dustry sources describe as "fantastic." 
Chess sets, ranging from $25 to $10,000 in 
price, can hardly' be manufactured 
quickly enough to meet the demand since 
the widely publicized Bobby Fischer- 
Boris Spassky world championship 
match last summer. Even Salvador Dall 
has designed a set. 


Backgammon, as old as King Tut but 


pretty much relegated to high scolety re- 
sorts since an era of popularity In the 
1920s, is booming because more city 
dwellers arc staying indoors at night. 
Most good players play for money and 
tournaments have sprung up from New 
York to (AS Vegas. Investment In a set 
can range from $10 to $975 for a leather

The most controversial of upswing 


sporta, snowmoblllng, Is noisy, dangerous 
and tempting to drivers with trespass 
tendencies. In the 1968-69 winter season 
there wero 54 snowmobile fatalities na- 
tionally and in succeeding seasons the 
• figure rose to 84,101, and 164 last season. 


There arc 1.25 million registered snow- 
mobiles. 


States are beginning to legislate tighter 


restrictions on snowmoblllng. New York 
State prohibits operations by persons un- 
der 10 on public highways and makes in- 
surance compulsory for vehicles oper- 
ated on highways. No one under 16 can 
operate a snowmobile unless he has a 
state-Issued safety certificate. 


Americans are moving up the scale in 


boats, as their sailing skills and incomes 
improve.- 


They purchased 700,000 craft in 1972, 


400,000 of them power boats. Rowboats 
and canoes accounted for 200,000 of the 
total. One out of every five Americans 
enjoyed the challenges of boating during 
the year at a total tab of $3.9 billion. 


So crowded are American waters by 


nine million boats that resulting pollution 


has forced passage of federal legislation 
which will require holding' tanks for 
waste for later onshore disposal Boats 
built after Jan. 1, 1973.must have this 
equipment Installation in older regis- 
tered pleasure boats must be made with- 
in a few years. 


TENNIS IS A $420 million business 


with sale of commercial all-weather

engineering has brought the cost down to 
$250,000 and delivery and erection take 
only a few weeks. There are 700 such 
courts nationwide and the figure is grow- 
ing at the rate of one>a day. 


The racquet club set, some 11 million 


strong, double the 1960 figure, can play 
with fuschia and canary yellow balls, fly 
to Australia for a three-week $1,335 
coaching visit to Frank Sedgman's Ten- 
nis Camp (one of scores of such tours 
available) read nearly 50 new books on 
how to improve 'their game, and sub- 
scribe to a half dozen tennis magazines. 


Skiing has its magazines, too, with a 


potential readership of some 7 million de- 
votees, at least half of them of the hard 
core variety that skis every weekend in 
season.

' The ski industry Is In the grips' of a 


technological revolution that is helping 
reduce injuries, such-as the 50,000 leg 
breaks last season.

devices already have made a dent in the 
injury rate that held at four per 1,000 
skiers for years. 


Traffic jams have plagued lift facilities 


at many of the older resorts but new 
ones are being opened regularly to light- 
en the load. Utah's new Snowbird, one of 
the nation's most- easily accessible 
slopes, is avoiding pile-ups with a jumbo 
size gondola lift that will carry 125 skiers 
at a time. 


Bicycles, introduced to the United 


States just 100 years ago, are tooling 
along in greater numbers than at any 
time since the Gay '90s. Sales were 10.5 
million in 1972, about equaling the sale of 
automobiles. The owners of the nation's 
75 million two-wheelers form a powerful 
lobby and have been successful in getting 
bike traffic .lanes and trails, safe parking 
facilities, and safety regulations in many 
areas. California has.a statewide net- 
work of bike trails and Oregon is spend- 
ing one cent of every highway dollar on 
cycling needs. • 
. 


THE 10-SPEED bike is king of the 


road, and the manufacturers can't turn 
them out fast enough. There even are 
bicycles built for three. These superior 
vehicles have a resale value of $70 and 


up, and thieves are not unaware of this. 
They steal millions of dollars worth of 
bikes a year — $224 million in California 
alone in 1971. 


Motorcycles, which represent an in- 


vestment of at least $250, are selling at 
an "unbelievable" rate, according to in- 
dustry sources who claim the average 
age of riders has risen to 25. There has 
been a big increase in sales to retired 
persons over 50, many of whom belong to 
touring motorcycle clubs. There are 3.8 
million registered motorcycles currently 
in private hands. 


Travel trailers, of which 62,600 were 


produced in 1961, have given birth to a 
family of camping vehicles — camping 
trailers, truck campers, pickup covers, 
and motor homes. Production has risen 
to over 549,000 annually for total sales of 
more than $1.7 billion. Motor homes with

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Planned Communities Create Flexible living 


The concept of the planned community 


development U not new. Ned Simon, 
president of The Slmon/R-G Croup, Inc . 
Chicago-based planned community devel- 
opers, said. 


Simon acknowledges that many Impor- 


tant features of today's planned unit de- 
velopments date back to Colonial Amer- 
ica. Such settlements as Williamsburg, 
Va , and Salem, Mass , are classic exam- 
ples of a pattern of living based both 
upon mutual security and ready accessi- 
bility of public open spaces to all resi- 
dent. While there are some physical 
similarities between today's planned 
communities and thoic of the past, 
there's a distinct difference of purpose. 


"Today, lifestyle and costs have re- 


placed self-preservation. Our cluster pat- 
terns of housing arc largely the result of 


rising land and construction costs — 
coupled with the desire on the part of 
many Americans to avoid maintenance 
chores and to enjoy a new, carefree 
lifestyle," said Simon. 
Atrium, a mixture of 210 townhomes and 
240 condominium apartments currently 
being developed by Simon's firm in the 
western Chicago suburb of Elmhunt, is 
one example of a contemporary cluster- 
form planned unit development. Of Its 
27 5 acres, less than seven ore devoted to 
housing units. The remainder Is "com- 
mon ground" — landscaped green areas 
used by all residents and maintained by 
the Atrium staff. 


HETWEEN THE TIME of the founding

Proper Window Insulation Helps 


Conserve The Nation's Fuel 


How would you like to help with nation- 


al conservation efforts, have a more 
comfortable home, and save money in 
the bargain? 


As tall an order ni it seems, home- 


owner* can accomplish these worthwhile 
ends — on a dally bails and in their own 
homes' What's required arc: an aware- 
ness of the effect that "normal house 
habits" can have on total ecology, and 
the ullllntfncvt to change those habits, 
when necessary, for better onci 


For example1 energy of all kinds is ex- 


pected to bo In short supply If the nation 
doesn't tinhtcn its fuel belt and stop 
wasting electricity, oil, gas and coal. 
Utilities urge people to turn off lights, air 
conditioning and radiators when not 
needed, and to keep thermostats low 
whenever possible. 


As part of the effort to conserve fuel 


by using It more judiciously, proper 
home Insulation and good Insulation 
practices arc also suggested. 


One of the principal recommendations 


It for windows and doors which offer su- 
perior insulating capabilities. The speci- 
fications arc usually for ucathcrstrippcd 
wood doors and wood windows with 
weatherstrlpplng and insulating glass. 


In fact, construction standards far full 


thermal Insulation In electrically-heated 
homes specify sash and frame materials 
"that provide no continuous metallic 
path from the Inside of the structure to 
t It c outside air." efficient 
wcath- 


crstripping and double-glazing. Many 
builders meet the requirements by using 
pundcrosa pine windows with insulating 
glass. 


The ability of proper windows to con- 


ten e fuel — and fuel costs — by reduc- 
ing heat loss, Is documented by scientific 
engineering studies. They show that: 


Wood *aih is a poor conductor of heat 


and therefore, an excellent natural in- 
sulator. In comparative tests with other 
sash and frame materials, wood rated a 
stunning 1,770 times better insulator than 
metal. 


Wcalhcrstrlpplng that's properly ap- 


plied can, In an average five-room house, 
seal out air so effectively that fuel costs 
can be cut by almost one fourth. Using 
windows with Improperly-applied wcath- 
crstripplng (or none at all) is com- 
•parable to having "holes" In the wall the 
size of three building blocks. 


Insulating glass, which Is actually two 


panes of glass sealed together at the 
edges to create an "Insulating" layer of 
air between, eliminates the need for 
storm sash in all but the most severe 
climates. There, triple-glazing (storm 
sash over insulating glass) is suggested. 


When Insulating glass is used In weath- 


crstrippcd wood sash windows, it be- 
c o m e s part of a "triple threat" 
safeguard against expensive, wasteful 
heat loss. Because such windows main- 
tain a stable temperature (instead of re- 
acting readily to interior and exterior 
temperature changes) they also provide 
effective protection against condensation. 


To test these benefits, wood and metal 


sash windows of the same size were ex- 
posed to the same temperature condi- 
tions. With an outdoor temperature of 20 
degrees, interior wood sash registered a 
warm 59 degrees; metal a chilly 32 de- 
grees A costly 22 per cent more heat 
was lost through metal windows with an 
80 per cent glass area than through wood 
sash windows of the same size. 


While wcatherstrippcd wood windows 


with Insulating glass stayed free of con- 
densation in outdoor temperatures of 30 
below zero, condensation formed on met- 
al sash windows in temperatures of 20 
above. 


In recognizing the conscrvational ca- 


pabilities of wood windows and doors, 
homeowners should also remember that 
wood, itself, has an ecological virtue. Un- 
like other materials, wood Is a renewable 
resource. Lumber producers consistently 
and scientifically replenish this valuable 
resource by replanting forests and by ex- 
. pert forest management. 


cities grew on a hit-or-miss basis. The 
only legislation governing the use of land 
or building standards occurred In urban 
settings and usually because of tragedies 
— such as tenement fires on the lower 
cast side of Manhattan or the great Chi- 
cago fire. 


Little was done to control the use of 


land surrounding major metropolitan 
areas until after World War II, when 
people became aware that urban sprawl 
was spilling over Into the countryside — 
often via unimaginative, badly planned 
and shoddily built tract housing. 


"Today, people don't want just any de- 


velopment built in their community," ac- 
cording to Simon. "Partially, it's a ques- 
tion of protecting their own real-estate 
Investment but to a great extent, It's a 
proprietary sense of aesthetics and 
lifestyle. People care more and more 
about how they live as well as where 
they live. They want new housing to fit 
Into the profile of their community — not 
to overwhelm it. 


"That's where the planned unit devel- 


opment (PUD) really fits the bill. PUDs 
offer flexibility, a better living environ- 
ment, a more creative approach to land 
development, and a more efficient and 
desirable use of land as well as a greater 
variety of housing options for suburban 
communities. 


"For example, being creative with 


land. We decided not to build in the flood 
plain of the Salt Creek, which runs 
through the western edge of the Atrium 
site, simply because it would have been 
destructive of the need for ground-water 
recharge in the creek's flood plain and 
would have encouraged flooding there 
and elsewhere downstream. 


"TWENTY OR 25 years ago, a devel- 


oper might have gone in and built in the 
flood plain without his conscience both- 
ering him. Today, we don't do business 
that way." 


Instead, the Salt Creek area of Atrium 


is being turned into an attractive, tree- 
planted open space for use by residents, 
and housing units are being clustered 
elsewhere. Simon points out, however, 
that "to do this economically, we had to 
use the remaining land more intensively 
— townhomes had to be designed in a 
courtyard pattern and the condominium 
buildings have to be six stories high." 


According to Simon, the frequently ex- 


pressed desire to plan an atmosphere 
that appears varied and looks as though 
it has been there for a long time can only 
be achieved by using the PUD concept. 


"We are spending $500,000 on land- 


scaping at Atrium to help achieve the 
feeling of an established community — 
not a raw development." Simon points 
out that a significant part of the cost is 
in planting mature trees rather than the 
saplings usually found in new commu- 
nities.

"Further," he says, "we are varying 


plantings in each of the courtyards to 
make .them more interesting — to give 
the appearance of the natural differences 
in vegetation that usually evolve in this 
sort of terrain and climate. 


"We're creating small hills and valleys 


to give added interest and variety to the 
site." 


SIMON POINTS OUT that parking for 


the condominiums has been placed out of 
sight beneath the buildings, while park- 
ing for the townhomes has been covered 
and placed beneath eye level. 


"None of these things could have been 


achieved with the grid patterns devel- 
oped under traditional zoning codes," 
Simon contends. "To do even part of 
them with the typical lot zoning, which 
greatly limits the number of homes that 
can be constructed and sold in a given 
area, would create costs so high that 
prospective purchasers could buy a huge 
estate for what the developer would have 
to ask for a single unit in a traditionally 
zoned setting. 


It's getting to the point where owning a 


single-family, detached home on a good 
sized private lot is a luxury. Developers 
can't expect-to make any money building 
such 'traditional' units. So, they're turn- 
ing more and more to PUDs as n means 
of maximizing available land, providing 
the kinds of housing that most people can 
afford and seem to want, and keeping 
down development costs in the process. 


"With associations of owners of these 


units, you have the perfect combination 
of owning a residence without taking the 
time to keep up the property. Plus, you 
have the amenities for the new leisure 
we're well en route to enjoying — club- 
houses, year-round heated swimming fa- 
cilities, tennis courts — things private 
dwellers usually cannot afford." 


Simon offers just one note of caution to 


suburbanites and househuntcrs: "Just 
because a request for a zoning change 
bears the name 'PUD,' don't assume all 
the creative planning Is done. It takes 
the combined effort of the builder and 
the community to achieve the beneficial 
results they all want. The development 
has to fit gracefully into the community 
— it can't look raw or out of context with 
the rest of the established housing 
around it. We believe we've done this in 
Elmhurst with Atrium, where the com- 
munity is happy with us and we're glad 
to be their 'new' neighbors."

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Overpaying One 
Cause Of Floods 


sLo Fontaine' Combines Colonial, French Styling 


Overindulgence of the automobile is 


one reason why so many Chicago area 
h o m e o w n e r s found their basements 
flooded during the recent record rain- 
storms. 


Other reasons are misguided pre- 


vention steps by homeowners them- 
selves, demands by local fire depart- 
ments, and over-emphasis on under- 
ground improvements, such as storm 
sewers. 


All of these arc cited by builder Albert 


Rllcy as ways by which the balance of 
nature Is upset, leading to flooding. Even 
more significant, ho contends, these rea- 
sons contribute to a waste of precious 
water resources. 


Rllcy stressed that he Is referring to 


flooding problems on ground which was 
dry before development, and not to flood 
plains, those low-lying areas near 
streams which naturally flood in rainy 
ucathcr. 


"If an area which was flood-free before 


development now has flooding problems, 
It's obvious that man Is at fault," Rllcy 
said. 


UK CURRENTLY Is marketing homes 


In Fairfax Village In Rolling Meadows 
and In Dartmouth Village and The Trees 
In Whcaton, threco communities In which 
water resource management Is of top 
concern, along with the rest of the envi- 
ronment. However, Rllcy says it Is not 
easy to get village; to accept narrow, 
winding streets, which these three com- 
munities have, as more desirable than 
wide throughways from the standpoint of 
water control. 


Because our society relics so exten- 


sively on the automobile, wo are over- 
paving the streets In our new commu- 
nities, he said. As environmentalists 
know, paving accelerates the water run- 
off, because there Is less ground for the 
wntcr to soak into gradually. 


"While we need streets, wo don't need 


them as wldo as most village and coun- 
ties require," he said. "Narrower streets 
would reduce the run-off problem, and on 
top of that, would cost less to build and 
less to maintain. They'd also discourage 
speeding." 


He notes that local fire departments 


arc champions of wider streets and wide- 
radius turnarounds, such as cul-de-sacs, 
which they say they need for their equip- 
ment. Rllcy thinks It's time to start ques- 
tioning whether such over-paving Is real- 
ly necessary for fire protection. 


"CURDS, GUTTERS, and storm sew- 


ers also contribute to flooding, strange as 
it may seem," the builder continued. 
"They channelize the run-off, giving It an 


easy escape route. Instead of spreading 
out over the ground and soaking in, the 
rain water takes the easy way out into 
the gutter and sewer 


"The result is that the stream into 


which the sewer empties very quickly be- 
comes overloaded and spills over its 
banks. If we had less channelization and 
less overpaying, we'd have less of this 
problem." 


While most communities require street 


paving, gutters, and sewers, not too 
many require detention basins in con- 
nection with highway Improvements. De- 
tention basins arc man-made hollows 
which detain storm water run-off long 
enough to prevent flooding. Usually, 
some water is retained in the basin so it 
serves as an attractive lake or pond all 
year round. 


Not only are detention basins good for 


preventing flooding, but they also help 
restore the level of the water level table. 
This is that vast underground wntcr re- 
source whoso height varies with the 
amount of rain-fall and with the rate of 
water use. 


While most water run-off problems arc 


created by village rules, Riley believes 
that homeowners themselves do things 
which contribute to flooding. Their most 
significant error Is upsetting the drain- 
age pattern which the builder creates In 
the community. 


"A 
CONSCIENTIOUS builder will 


grade his community so that water flows 
naturally," Rllcy said. "To aid its flow 
and prevent flooding, the builder may 
create small valleys called swales 
around the houses. When a heavy rain 
falls, the homeowner will sec water 
flowing through his yard and around his 
hofo, but none of it should enter his 
house, unless he Interferes with the 
flow." 


Many homeowners don't like the sight 


of water flowing from a neighbor's yard 
into theirs, although this is part of a 
master drainage plan. So they will fill up 
the drainage swale, or build an earth 
dam on their property line, or put In a 
row of bushes to stop the flow. 


"Whatever thcydo, the net result Is to 


cause a build-up of water further up tho 
line, which may cause flooding in other 
areas, and could lead to a sudden rush of

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Student Drug Use Declining, School Officials Believe

la drug abuse education helping to cut 


down the drug problem among high 
school students? 


Educators at Maine Township High 


School Dlst. 207 say- yes. They contend 
the me of hard drugs, such as heroin, is 
on the decrease. 


That claim Is hard to disprove but sta- 


tistics from the DCS Plaices Police De- 
partment tell another story. Arrests on 
narcotics charges among juveniles In- 
creased more than 47 per cent from 1970 
to 1971, from 42 arrests to 62. By the end 
of September, 1972, 67 Juveniles had a I- 
r e a d y been arrested on narcotics 
charges. Police figures Include arrests 


involving all drugs from marijuana to 
heroin to LSD. 


Tom Higgins, health education teacher 


at Dlst. 207, is asking for "equal time" in 
educating students about drug abuse. 
The drug problem has been growing 
rapidly for IS years, according to Hig- 
gins, who says educators can't be ex- 
pected to solve It in a year. 


HIGGINS and other health education 


faculty members at Maine South High 
School in Park Ridge wrote a new health 
education curriculum this summer, fun- 
ded by a grant of $26,000 from the Illinois 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. The 
curriculum is now used in all four Maine 
Township High Schools and is being dis- 
tributed to secondary schools throughout 


1973 To Be Year Of Battle 
Against Airplane Hijackers 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - For the air- 


line hijacker, 1972 was a year of violent 
death, Imprisonment, internment and 
confinement to mental hospitals. 


In 1973, officials predict more of the 


same for would-be hijackers. But both in- 
dustry and government security officials 
agree there never is likely to be an abso- 
lutely foolproof system to deter hi- 
jackers. 


What was once a relatively easy crime, 


however, has now become a dangerous 
lontfshot for the hijacker at best. 


The reason is a security network that 


is slowly being tightened around air- 
ports. In one three-month period in 1972, 
more than 1,500 passengers were pre- 
vented from boarding flights, more than 
500 were arrested, and hundreds of weap- 
ons ranging from pistols to knives were 
turned in by passengers before boarding. 


Starting in January, the hijacker will 


face an even tougher array of obstacles. 


Under a new government security 


plan, airports mail station an armed 
Kuard at every airline boarding gate. 
Koch passenger will be scanned by a 
metal detector and carry-on luggage will 
l)c searched — two precautions not taken 
regularly by all airlines in the past. 


Finally, if necessary, passengers will 


t>e searched, another move long delayed 
by the image-conscious airline industry. 


CRITICS 7.LAMK loopholes In the se- 


curity network, and there arc arguments 
over whether the government or industry 
should pay the cost of implementing 
tougher rules, for the 159 hijackings in 
the United States since 1D69. 


The hijackers have carried aboard air- 


lines weapon* ranging from pistols and 
grenades to knives and dynamite. They 
have shot pilots, airline ticket agents and 
passengers, but the hijacker also has 
paid n high price. 


Five hijackers have been killed; three 


committed suicide; 1C arc in mental hos- 
pitals, and 44 in U.S. prisons. A total of 
124 still arc fugitives, many In Cuba 
where they arc known to be Imprisoned, 


Of the SO million extorted from airlines 


by hijackers, over $6 million has been 
recovered. The Cuban government still 
holds more than $2 million in ransom 
paid by Southern Airways on Nov. 12 to 
hijackers who commandeered a jetliner 
and forced it to fly to Cuba. 


Another $200,000 was given to a hi- 


jacker who staged the first airborne ex- 
tortion attempt on Thanksgiving Eve, 
1971, nml vanished after he balled out of 


a Northwest jetliner over a remote area 
of the Pacific northwest. 


NOR WAS THE $303,000 recovered that 


was paid to Frederick W. Hahncmann, 
who balled out of an Eastern jetliner in 
May over Honduras. Hohnemann was 
later captured and sent to prison, but he 
refused to say where the money was. 


At airports, the argument revolves 


around who should be responsible for the 
security system — the government or the 
airport operators and the airlines. 


In December, Transportation Secre- 


tary John A. Volpc told the Industry it 
must bear major responsibility for air- 
port security. 


As soon as the new government-or- 


dered security proposals arc fully imple- 
mented, the government will withdraw 
its marshals and customs guards who 
now help to screen passengers, but Volpc 
said the passenger must pay the bill. He 
put it this way: 


"While the responsibility for initiating 


and managing these security measures 
will fall on the airlines and the airport 
operators, it is our position that the costs 
should be recovered from the traveling 
public." 


To make sure the passenger pays the 


costs, Volpc indicated the Transportation 
Department would support an airline bid 
to the Civil Aeronautics Board for a fare 
hike. "These costs arc a legitimate cost 
of doing business," Volpc said. 


There Is still another budding argu- 


ment over airport security — the right of 
the airlines to search passengers. 


Some airline officials predict there 


may be a growing tide of protest from 
resentful passengers. The American Civil 
Liberties Union already has expressed 
concern over the procedures, officials 
said. 


OTHER AIRLINE officials contend the 


public is still well aware of the threat 
and is willing to submit to any proce- 
dure, no matter how inconvenient, to in- 
sure its safety. 


Tho government is convinced it Is on 


the right track. Tied closely to its secur- 
ity program is a diplomatic campaign to 
shut off escape routes for hijackers. 


Retired Gen. Benjamin 0. Davis, as- 


sistant secretary of transportation for 
safety and consumer affairs, said that 83 
per cent of all hijacking attempts were 
successful In 1909. The figure dropped to 
04 per cent In 1970 and was down to 44 
per cent in 1971. In 1972 only 32 per cent 
of the hijacking attempts succeeded.

The program categorizes all drugs, in- 


cluding alcohol, as "mood 
modifiers" 


and asks the question: Why do people hi 
our society feel they have' to rely on 
drugs to change their moods? 
-Kids have already heard drugs are 
bad, says Higgins. The school is asking 
them to take an objective look at drug 
abuse and at the reasons people rely on 
drugs. Drugs themselves aren't bad, 
says Higgins. The problem lies with the 
people who use them. Drug abuse is an 
emotional illness, he says. 


Wayne Rosenquist, director of guid- 


ance at Maine West High School, said the 
phase "drug problem" can be • mis- 
leading, conjuring up images of class- 
rooms full of students high on drugs. In 
his opinion, says Rosenquist, a drug 
problem exists if there is only one stu- 
dent experimenting with drugs. In that 
sense there is a drug problem at Dist. 
207 and there is "no school that I know of 
that doesn't have a drug problem." 


THE EXTENT of the drug problem at 


Dist. 207 is almost impossible to assess, 
according to Rosenquist. There isn't 
much a counselor can do to pick out all 
the students who hove experimented with 
drugs or evaluate the frequency of use 
among individual students. 


Students using* drugs are not neces- 


sarily a problem in school, so they aren't 
always called to the school's attention. 
"The kids tell us that if we really knew 
who was experimenting with drugs we 
would be shocked," he says, but "we do 
know that drugs are used by various 
groups of students" those with poor 
grades and those with excellent grades.

When students 
taking drugs 
are 


brought to the school's attention it Is usu- 
ally because they have become lethargic 
and lack motivation in class. Drugs seem 
to be a means of escape, says Rosen- 
quist, who feels advertising and society 
are partially to blame. Society has been 
sold the concept of "instantness," he 
says. We have instant coffee, instant sun 
tans, instant starting batteries for cars, 
Instant relief from headaches. Drugs are 
Instant escape. 


A generation or so ago, students found 


escape through alcohol, says Rosenquist. 
"I find it difficult to differentiate from a 
student experimenting with marijuana 
today to a student 15 years ago who was 
going out with the boys for a beer bust," 
he says,*'they are seeking ths same type 
of escape." 


THE STUDENT drinking with his 


friends 15 years ago didn't see himself as 
an alcoholic, said Rosenquist, and the 
student experimenting with drugs today 
often doesn't feel he has a drug problem. 
That's where drug education can be help- 
• ful teaching students how their bodies 
are affected by drugs. "We're dealing 
with attitudes," he says. "We're an edu- 
cation not a rehabilitation facility." 


Rosenquist says he doesn't think the 


drug problem is increasing in Maine 
Township, adding that the use of hard 
drugs is probably decreasing. Occasional 
deaths among high school students due to 
drug overdoses arc causing students to 
take a second look at the use of hard 
drugs. "They really get shaken," he 
says. 


Drug education is part of a required 


health program at Dlst. 207 taught for 


nine weeks during the freshman and 
sophomore year. The freshman curricu- 
lum includes a review of all "mood mod- 
ifiers," a history of the use of drugs, and 
what happens physically during with- 
drawal from drugs. At the sophomore 
level, students learn what actually hap- 
pens to the human body when drugs are 
taken, how the brain and nervous system 
are affected, how opiates slow down the 
heart, how barbiturates induce sleep, 
how alcohol destroys brain cells, how 
hallucinogens disorganize thinking, and 
how inhalents con damage the liver. 


The sophomore program also includes 


a discussion on the legalization of mari- 
juana. Students learn how the affects of 
marijuana have been misunderstood in 
the past and what it really does to the 
body. 


THE CURRICULUM also includes 


some up-to-date teaching techniques. The 
lecture and the filmstrip can't be relied 
on to educate kids about drugs, says Hig- 
gins. Students have to be part of the edu- 
cation process if it's going to be relevant, 
he said. 


One classroom project is a mock elec- 


tion on the legalization of marijuana. 
Anyone, age 13 or over can vote, says 
Higgins, and students are asked to form 
an opinion, mentally, on legalizing mari- 
juana. Then they are asked to pretend 
they arc 35 years old, married and have 
two children before they actually mark 
the ballot. Higgins asks if any of the stu- 
dents changed their minds when they 
wore voting at age 35. "If you are hesi- 
tant, aren't you admitting that you want 
legalization now, because you're a kid?" 
asks Higgins. The project teaches the 


student to "have the insight of an adult" 
and consider how he would I'eel about le- 
galization 10 years from now. 


Another teaching technique involves 


one student who pretends to be an ad- 
diet. Other students are given informa- 
tion about his family life and personal 
history and then they interview him. 
"The learning process is in the questions 
they ask," says Higgins. 


The final test at the end of the course, 


is a game of jeopardy. The questions are 
made up by the faculty. The class is split 
into two teams who compete for a win- 
ning score. 


HIGGINS STRESSES honesty between 


teacher and student in discussing drug 
education. No, marijuana is not addict- 
ing, says Higgins, but why use it? If a 
teacher tells students excessive use of 
marijuana will cause death and one stu- 
dent tries it and lives, they won't believe 
the teacher when he says an overdose of 
barbiturates will cause death. 


Critics of drug education have said 


that it causes more drug use. Higgins 
denies this saying ignorance is not the 
answer. "It's a popular bandwagon to 
jump on," he says, soon they will say 
that educating students about venereal 
disease will cause promiscuity. 


The new drug education curriculum de- 


veloped at Dist. 207 will be discussed in a 
workshop for health education teachers 
at Maine South High School, Jan. 22. At- 
tending the workshop will be Richard 
Martwick, superintendent of Cook County 
Schools, Richard Short, Dist. 207 supcruv 
. tendent, and Tom Janeway, director of 
the Illinois Superintendent of Public In- 
struction health education department.

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They Know The Problems-They've Been There 
Ex-Convicts Helping Others Through VISTA

SAN FRANCISCO -The call comes to 


Jim Lewis In the middle of the night 
There's • frantic urgency In the stran- 
gled voice. 


"I'm using," It pleads. "I need help." 
So Jim Lewis gets in his car, with the 


SUte of California seal on the side, and 
races to the grimy port of town. 


The guy's in trouble. He's done time. 


He can't contact his parole officer, who 
would have to turn him in for possession 
of narcotics. 


But ho trusts Jim Lewis. Why? Be* 


cause Jim's not a peace officer. He's an 
ex-con, too. He's been there before, in 
trouble, needing someone to lean on. 


Jim Is 33 years old and was raised in 


Dallns, on the streets. At 18, he was sent' 
to tho School for Boys at Gatcsville, 
Tex., for having a gun. At 18, "I gradu- 
ated to purse snatching and went to the 
penitentiary." For three years. He 
drifted to California, and wound up in 
San Qucntln for various felonies such as 
kidnapping, burglary and armed rob- 
bery. He's done them all. 


"I was actually fascinated by being a 


crook," remembers Jim. 


The awakening come when a member 


of tho California Parolo Board said to 
him, "You didn't learn too much in 
Texas, did you?" 


JIM GOT HIS high school diploma In 


Snn Qucntln and after his release last 
year veered dramatically to a now life. 
He would work In helping parolees adjust 
to tho community after they leave pris- 
on. 


The change Tvas achieved through VIS- 


TA (Volunteers In Service to America), a 
branch of ACTION, the umbrella federal 
volunteer program which also includes 
tho Peace Corps. 


Half a dozen of these VISTA Volun- 


teers are sitting In the office of Jay H. 
Hubbell, regional parole administrator 
for the California Department of Correc- 
tions. His office Is in the historic Ferry 
Building at the foot of Market Street, and 
through tho window you can sec Alcntraz 
and Imagine San Qucntln a few miles to 
tho north. 


In a different time, a different setting, 


It would bo edgy for an outsider. Because 
these men In the room have aQ been 
criminals, some of them desperate dope 
addicts. 


Now they are consultants to the state 


Department of Corrections to help pa- 
rnlccs adjust to tho community. They 
get $300 a month. A couple, like Jim 
Lewis and Tom Clark, have graduated to 
state Jobs at $550 a month as Parolo Ser- 
vice assistants. 


"I'm kind of proud of It," says Jim 


Lewis, who smiles easily and has a gold 
tooth up front, "not for going to tho 
penitentiary but for being allowed to do 
what I'm doing." 


WHEN TIIK IDEA of using ex-cons as 


VISTA Volunteers was first proposed to 
the Department of Corrections, several 
parole agents walked out of the meeting. 


Seven yean ago, notes Hal Hubbell, 


this department wouldn't even permit 
parolees to associate with each other. 


"It blew their minds in Washington," 


admits Willie Hall, the ACTION director 
for California, "when they saw the 
records of these VISTA Volunteers. They 
thought they were getting some guys who 
stole a couple of hub caps." < 


Even the ex-convicts to be helped were 


suspicious. 


"At first, the cat thinks the VISTA 


man, he's a snitch of a po-lees-man," 
says Tom Clark, who works in tandem 
with Lewis. "I show up and I'm driving , 
that old state car. They're scared of the 
car. But the good you do gets around. 
They don't run and hide no more." 


"These VISTA men are an inspiration 


jo other convicts," nods Hal Hubbell. "In 
addition to helping other people, they get 
themselves out of the criminal justice 
program." 


CLARK. A SLIM, fast-talking man of 


36, spent 13 years in different peniten- 
tiaries on drug-related crimes. ("He's a' 
drug fiend," soys Lewis frankly.) Along 
with other carefully screened VISTA Vol- 
unteers, he took a special training pro- 
gram at San Francisco State. Now he 
and Lewis place three or four new pa- 
rolees on jobs each week. 


"I took Llndso Young," says Clark, 


—"he was unskilled, low-educated, just 
out of prison. I got him into the carpen- 
ter apprenticeship, four year program," 
certified through the union." 


"In Marin County," adds Lewis, "I got 


two ex-cons hired at the housing author- 
ity — unheard of before." 


But Clark also remembers taking a 


guy out of prison and getting him a job, 
depositing him there at 11 o'clock. "By 
3:30 
that evening," he notes, "the guy 


was already busted for pushing cocaine. 


"I've placed about 80 people on the 


mcthadon program. About 25 per cent of 
the people on parole are drug addicts. 
They seldom commit violent sex crimes. 
They just want money to feed their 
habits." 


Clark was on heroin for 17 of his 36 


years. Cleveland Hammonds, a big 
brooding man, is also an addict. His old- 
er brother had become hooked on drugs 
during tho Korean War. "We took to 
gambling In my family," he recalls. "I 
won all tho dope from my brother one 
day and decided lo try It. My main thing 
now is working with drug addicts. Money 
Is the big thing. Why, they have to steal 
just to be on tho mcthadon program." 


WARREN GOMEZ, who works the 


Mission district, predominantly Spanish, 
is also an ex-junkie. He emphasizes the 
confidence the VISTA Volunteers must 
Inspire. They can't wear a "snitch Jack- 
et." The parolee must be able to contact 
his VISTA and say, "Hey, I slipped." 
Without fear of being turned in. 


"There was this guy next door to mo in 


the pen at Solcdad," he recalls, "I saw 
him again when I got out and he ignored 
me. Ho was afraid I'd turn him in. The 
guy had been 'running' (on the lam) al- 


ment of Corrections, and a full pardon, 
expected in a year, will put him in line 
for the agent's job. 


BUT THERE IS another side. Not all 


ex-con VISTAs stay straight. One of 
them went off and committed a kidnap- 
ping in southern California. The others 
then had a meeting about policing them- 
selves and imposing fines for delinquent 
behavior. 


Since late 1970, when the program 


started hi the San Francisco area, there 
have been 35 former convicts in this VIS- 
TA work — 11 are still active, six were 
promoted to the Department of Correc- 
tions, six went back to jail, three finished 
their year and went elsewhere, nine re- 
signed for personal reasons or became 
full-time students. There is one woman 
in VISTA now and two in training. 


"A guy gets 40 bucks and some 


clothes," says Jim Lewis, "when he goes 
on the streets. We want to do more for 
him than that" 


"You're not going to save everybody," 


says Hal Hubbell. "But in our area the 
violation rate (of parole) has gone down 
from 45 to 25 per cent."

(parole) agent and they can straighten it 
out.'

"They got him a driver's license; put 


him together. The guy was in the 
clouds." 


Lee Ashford, burly and black, with a 


wool knit sock-cap remembers a house 
call his first week as a VISTA Volunteer 
in Oakland: 


"This cat ask me at the door, 'Are you 


an agent?' 


"'No, a VISTA Volunteer.' 
f'You from Soledad?' 
" 'Yeah.' 
"He says, 'I goddam well don't like no' 


ex-convict coming to my house.' -" 


"He's a big guy and he get his shirt off 


so I can see all his butter. I don't back 
down. I know all the answers. We talk 
for two hours and I cool him down. 


"A VISTA job is a 24-hour job. Some 


guy call you 3 o'clock in the morning and 
he say, "I can't deal with my old lady.' i 
There's always the hidden thing, the oth- 
er guy who's been making it with the old 
lady while he's in the pen. The love thing' 
is a helluva thing. 


"So I tell him to cool it while I get over" 


there. Then I put the guy in the cor and 
ride. That always cool them down. A 
VISTA Volunteer Is in a hot, hot spot all 
the time, between the agent over there, 
and the guy in trouble over here. 


"But It also allows a VISTA Volunteer 


to get himself together." 


At $300 a month, Lee admits, it's diffi- 


cult to "survive — I committed burglary 
because I liked the money." But he has a 
wife who works, which helps, and he at- 
tends Grove Street College in Oakland. 


Ray Wickllffe attends Merritt College 


in the same city. For his VISTA work he 
gets the equivalent of seven hours of 
credit. Besides, his own case work, he 
participates in a training program for 
parole agents. He's an expert on the 
"streets" and leads the future agent to 
various community offices that can help 
him in his work. 


"These guys," soys Hal Hubbell, "are 


a real asset in dealing with years and 
years of delinquency. They do a lot more 
than just get the ex-cons jobs. They pro- 
vide residence, clothes, food and tools in 
the case of certain job skills." 


One VISTA graduate is on the verge of 


becoming the first former felon to be 
hired as a parole agent. He's already 
working as a consultant in the Depart-

SALEM. Ore. (UPI) - Prison walls no 


longer are drab at Oregon's Correctional 
Institution. 


Visitors first notice that when they 


drive up to the main control tower and 
see that each of Its olght sides Is painted 
a different pastel color. 


And that's just a prelude of what's in- 


side tho prison buildings, also painted six 
different pastel colors on the outside. 


Cell doors arc painted in bright colors. 


Cell bars arc painted in pastels. Each 
cell has a different pastel color. 


THERE ARE inmate paintings hang- 


Ing In the cafeteria. And there are gigan- 
tic "super-graphics" painted in vivid col- 
ors on the walls of the 740-foot main cor- 
ridor. 


What's going on here? 


When tho color began to appear, one 


inmate asked superintendent G. E. Sulli- 
van, 
"What arc you doing, turning this 


into a fun house?" 


Some Criminal Traits 
Inherited, Studies Say

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A government 


psychologist said there Is evidence sug- 
gesting some criminal tendencies may be 
inherited but that most crime is the re- 
sult of environmental Influences. 


Dr. 
David Rosenthal, chief psy- 


chologist for (ho National Institute of 
Mental Health, also said there are stud- 
ies which Indicate that In some cases the 
type of crime may be influenced by he- 
reditary factors. 


Ho cited statistical research to show 


• that there are inherited behavioral ten- 
dencies that might make some people 
commit a crime more often than some- 
one else. But he said there Is no specific 
gene that accounts for criminality. 


Rosenthal also said in a report pre- 


sented at the* 138th annual meeting of the 
American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science that it would be non- 
sense* to think that a "supposedly gen- 
etically loaded individual could not avoid 
his criminality." 


MOREOVER, HE laid, most crime is 


the result of environmental and 'psy- 
chological influences on a person and 
that "socle-cultural factors in modern 
society primarily underline the great 
current crime wave." 


As far as crime prevention Is con- 


cerned, Rosenthal said It might be pos- 
sible to provide persons with hereditary 


tendencies toward crime with the kind of 
environment "in which criminal behavior 
is neither gratified nor desirable, and in 
which provocative factors are kept to a 
minimum.'' 
• - 


He cited nine examples of inherited be- 


havioral tendencies which appear to be 
associated with criminality. 


For Instance, he said, several studies • 


have shown that criminals have a higher 
rate of brain abnormalities, which often 
are inherited, than the population at 
large. 
. 
• • • 


And he said many criminals who have 


a low IQ, are easily led into crime. Such 
Intelligence traits are hereditary. 


"MANY- CRIMES* are committed by in- 


dividuals who are psychotic or near psy- 
chotic," he said. "We-now have clear 
evidence that the major and most com- 
mon psychoses an associated with some 
genetic factor. Therefore(>such genes can 
indirectly contribute as well to criminal- 
ity." 


Rosenthal also said that many crimes: 


are committed under the influence of al- 
cohol and that there is evidence suggest- 
ing an inherited factor in alcoholism, j, ' 


He said many crimes are of a sexual 


nature and that some findings suggest 
that sexual disturbances, especially ho- 
mosexuality may have " an inherited 
basis. 
• . 
.

Serving sug- 
gestions include light red meats, veal, 
lamb, white meats, pork, poultry, game 
and cheese. The poster also indicates 
that this French wine should be served 
slightly cooler than room temperature, 
55 to 60 degrees, and consumed without 
aging (it's past, its prime when more 
than two years old). The wine is made 
from grapes grown in the Beaujolais dis- 
trict of Southern Burgundy. 


ONE OF GOIT'S additions is a sweet 


cherry wine made in a small winery in 
Cedarburg, Wis. Probably the most 
unique characteristic is the stoneware 
jug in which the wine is bottled. 


Each jug is. hand cast and .hand fin- 


ished at the vinery in the same manner 
used by early American brewers to store 
and age the wine. 


To some crock fanciers, the jug may 


1 be well worth the $2.79 price tag, how- 
ever, I found the wine totally unworthy 
of any good mention. (A late report re- 
veals there was production error at the 
winery, Goit still insists that when 
brewed propertly, cherry wine is pleas- 
ant to the palate.)

said. "This is a rich party cookie, soft 
and a little chewy. They can be cut small 
and served with ice cream, or cut in a 
larger size and served with a scoop of ice 
cream on top."

Making good choices often depends

Mrs. Schnitt- 
grand emphasizes that cost of In- 
gredients Is only one factor to consider 
since time may be at a premium. 


For the homemaker whose time and 


cooking skills ore limited, convenience 
foods may bo the best buy. But tho 
homemaker who has moro thaiTenough 
time, may enjoy preparing foods rather 
than buying convenience Items. 


Family preference abo influences 


choices. For Instance, a homemaker may 
be willing to spend more of her time 
cooking If her family prefers the home- 
prepared product. On the other hand, sho 
may bo willing to pay more for the con- 
venience food If that is what her family 
prefers. 


Before you make cost comparisons, 


sample the convenience food to sec if it 
is acceptable to your family. Obviously if 
they rate a product unacceptable, there 
is no point In buying It or spending time 
making a cost comparison.

$15,000 In Loot 
From Motorola 
Recovered; Nab 3 


An eight-month investigation of a 


$40,000 burglary at Motorola Commu- 
nications and Electronics Inc. in Elk 
Grovo Village has led (o the arrest of 
three persons and the recovery of about 
$15,000 In electronic merchandise, Police 
Lt. Raymond Marlncc said yesterday. 


Marlncc said Nick lacovcttl, 69, Chi- 


cago, was arrested Tuesday In Chicago 
and charged with possession of stolen 
property. Police said although no one has 
been charged with the actual burglary, 
from the warehouse at 1001 Nicholas 
Blvd., lacovcttl Is considered one of the 
burglary suspects, police said. 


Ronald Goldberg. Skoklc, was arrested 


two weeks ago after police reportedly 
found him with some of the stolen com- 
munications equipment. Authorities said 
Goldberg was charged with possession of 
stolen goods. 


Also charged with stolen property In 


connection with the caso was Roger Slcs- 
Ilk, of Chicago, who was arrested last 
week, police said. 


The three arc scheduled to appear Jan. 


30 In Cook County Circuit Court in Chi- 
cago. lacovcttl was released on $5,000 
bond, and Goldberg and Slcslik were re- 


leased on $1,000 bond each. 


The theft occurred April 13. The 


thieves tried unsuccessfully to enter the 
Motorola building through the rear. They 
eventually got into the building by pull- 
ing the lock out of the front door. Taken 
were oscilloscopes and other electronic 
equipment. 


Police said four other suspects who al- 


legedly had some of the stolen equipment 
at one time havo been questioned and 
released without charges. Authorities 
sold the burglary was still under in- 
vestigation, and other arrests were pos- 
sible. 


Marlncc said the arrests were made 


and the communications equipment was 
recovered as the result of a joint in- 
vestigation by Elk Grove Village Police 
and the Illinois Bureau of Investigation. 
Sgt. Ron Idcn and Detective Bob Salva- 
tore helped conduct the investigation, 
and Salvatore was present at the arrests 
of the three men. 


Authorities said the Investigators were

According to Arthur Perry, assistant

—Approval was given for a report to 


the federal government on the district's

Perry said in- 
surance companies arc again offering 
"packaging" policies. Through the use of 
a packaged policy and increase from

ry said tho district can save about 
$17,000 in premiums over a three-year 
period. Total cost of the policies would 
be approximately $42,000.

'Retroactive* Fiction, Non-Fiction Bought 
Library Buying Program Continues 


90 to' 


Elk Grove Village Public Library offi- 


cials have been working on a long-range 
purchasing program to Improve the col- 
lection. 


Mary Clark, administrative librarian, 


said in the six months ending Nov. 30, the 
library had spent $2,500 for "retroactive" 
nonfiction titles and $80-$90 per month 
for "retroactive" fiction titles. (A retro- 
active book is one that has been publish- 
ed prior to last year.) 


The library has also been spending 


about $750 a month for current fiction and 
nonfiction books. These are books pub- 
lished during 1972. 


Miss Clark said the library is following 


the recommendations of the Sannwald 
Survey and patrons' requests as a guide 
to purchasing books. 


The Sannwald Survey was conducted 


by William Sannwald, head of the Chi- 
cago Sun-Times and Daily News Library. 
He was called in at the request of the 
library board to survey the library's col- 
lection, 
i- 
_ 


The survey showed that the library did 


not have enough adult books and refer- 
ence material to provide minimum ser- 
vice vto a community the size of Elk 
Grove Village. 


USING A SET of standard title listings 


Sannwald found the library had: 


—25,8 per cent of the required adult 


nonfiction titles. 


—44.4 per cent of needed reference 


books. 


—35 per cent of the adult fiction books. 


The survey recommended that the li- 
brary spend 15 to 20 per cent of its budg- 
et for purchasing new materials. Miss 
Clark said 20 per cent of the budget is 
being used for new purchases. 


According to Miss Clark, "at the rate 


we're going, it will take about 10 years to 
build up the collection." 


The library cannot acquire new books at 
a faster rate because the 20 per cent of 
budget figure is the maximum that can 
be spent To spend more would require 
drastic cuts in staffing or services, said 
Miss Clark. 


The only other way for the library to 


shorten the time needed to build up the 
collection would be to receive a "windfall 
donation of about $75,000," said Miss 
Clark. 


THE ACTUAL number of new titles 


purchased by the library is not an accu- 
rate reflection of the recent ex- 


penditures, according to Miss Clark, be- 
cause many of the recent purchases have 
been expensive reference works that are 
listed under one title. 


The library has, however, purchased 


about 100 new books in applied science 
and technology and about 50 new books 
on literature. 


Miss Clark said future purchases will 


continue to concentrate on a specific sub- 
ject area. Other areas now being consid- 
ered for new books arc: language and 
the study of language, studies of other 
countries, atlases, and indexes.

A I3-STOIIY building on Motorola's 


Schaumburg land would require a zoning 


variance. The source said the corpo- 
ration plans to release news of the move 
in the next ten days, in timo to publish a 
legal notice for a zoning hearing, and 
break'ground shortly afteij approval of 
the variation. 


Scott said the Information was wrong. 


Asked if the O'Harc Plaza location is a 
two-year home for the corporation until 
the Schaumburg building was finished, 
Scott said, "We do have a short-term 
lease at O'Harc Plaza. But it's longer 
than two years." 


Scott said he was aware of the zoning 


restrictions in Schaumburg, where the 
corporation's communications division Is 
presently located. 


•"We've got 309 acres in Schaumburg. 


We didn't buy it for cornfields and we 
know about the zoning. 


"Sure we've got plans for it." 
However, the executive insisted the 


corporation will be moving from its pre- 


sent headquarters in Franklin Park to 
O'Hare Plaza, and will not break ground 
to move to Schaumburg this year.

Rlcardo Munoz-Vclcz, 48, was named 


In 23 separate Indictments handed down 
by o Kane County Grand Jury earlier 
this week. The indictments charge him 
with four counts of Involuntary man- 
slaughter and 19 counts of reckless con- 
duct. 


The Indictments ended a lengthy in- 


vestigation of Munoz, who practiced at 
Elgin State Hospital for about 18 months 
without state licensing. 


He was fired from the hospital last 


March, after officials learned of his lack 
of credentials. He practiced at Elgin un- 
der a temporary permit 


MUNOZ CONTENDS that he had re- 


ceived a medical degree from the Uni- 
versity of Havana, but records failed to 


substantiate the claim. 


The grand jury recommended bonds 


totaling $59,000 be imposed on Munoz as 
a result of the Indictments. He was 
charged with three counts of reckless 
conduct on Sept. B, 1972, and was^ re- 
leased on his recognizance. 


The Involuntary manslaughter charges 


involved four patients of Munoz-Vclcz 
•who died following treatment. The other 
indictments involved his treatment of IB 
other patients. 


If he is convicted on the felony 


charges, he could be sentenced up to 10 
years in prison and fined $10,000. The 
reckless conduct charges each carry a 
maximum penalty of one year In prison 
and a $1,000 fine. 


A spokesman for the Kane County 


States Attorney's office said a new probe 
of practices at Elgin State Hospital, 
sparked by tho Munoz probe, now will be 
undertaken.

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Officials Hope 
Irving School 
Can Open By Fall

School Dlst. 'Jl officials ond contractors 


arc still hoping to get the new Washing- 
ton Irving School open by September — 
If the weather is decent. 


The school, located in tho Mill Creek 


subdivision of Buffalo Grove cast of Ar- 
lington Height* Road, was delayed in 
getting started because of a controversy 
over moving dirt on the site. Miller 
Builders was accused by the school dis- 
trict of delaying work on tho school 2V& 
months after falling to move excess dirt 
from tho site. 


Tho dirt was moved after the district 


threatened to use taxpayers' funds to pay 
for tho removal, and building began in 
late October. 


Since that time the only villain of the 


school has been the weather. "We were 
unable to get tho footings in because, 
when the dirt was moved, the ground 
was unable to allow the footings. It was 
too wet," said John Bargcr, Dlst. 21 as- 
sistant superintendent. 


IT STILL IS too hard to tell if the 


doors of Irving School will bo open on 
lime, according to Bargcr. "We can't 
judge tho weather. We've had a few good 
breaks, but wo need more." 


Tho now $1.4 million school has only 


about SO per cent of tho first floor walls 
completed. Bargcr could not estimate 
when tho exterior would bo finished. "We 
talked to tho architect the other day and 
with our weather, things are just too 
hard to tell," he said. 


Irving School is almost a carbon copy 


of James Whltcomb Rllcy School In the 
Arlington Heights section of tho district. 
The only difference In the new school is 
that it can bo made Into an open-space 
school by folding back the interior walls. 


Tho walls are as sound-proof as regu- 


lar walls, if not better, according to offi- 
cials. They can provide teachers with a 
multi-class setting in minutes. 


DARGER SAID Dist. 21 officials have 


not planned any alternatives in case the 
school Is not completed by September. 
"Wo really haven't thought about it. We 
know wo will be overcrowded, but wo 


haven't talked about alternatives." 


Bargcr also said that no plans have 


been finalized as to which students will 
attend Irving School. Ho said it will prob- 
ably serve the Mill Creek and Northgate 
subdivisions. The new building will have 
a capacity of 800 students. 


Supt. Kenneth GUI said yesterday he is 


just beginning to interview job applicants 
to staff the new school. He added that 
officials arc presently deciding on who 
will head the new staff. 


Officials said the district's other new 


school — Robert Lewis Stevenson in 
Wheeling — Is moving along right on 
schedule. That building is expected to be 
finished in August. 


BARGER SAID the progress of the Ste- 


venson School compared to Irving is 
proof that tho only thing that put work- 
men behind on the latter was the delay 
in moving tho dirt. "They were both to 
be started on the same day, and obvious- 
ly weather has affected them both tho 
same way," he explained. 


With the completion of the two now 


buildings, Dlst. 21 will have 17 schools 
serving tho villages of Buffalo Grove, 
Wheeling, and the northern part of Ar- 
lington Heights.

Poll Rates Fire, Police As Best Local Service

Results of a recently-released trans- 


portation study show that Wheeling resi- 
dents rate the village police and fire pro- 
tection as tho best community service, 
and rate public transportation as the 
worst. 


The survey, conducted by the Center 


for Urban Studies at the University of 
Illinois Circle Campus and Harper Col- 
lege, is based on 1,000 interviews with 
residents in 18 Northwest suburbs and 
unincorporated areas. The study was de- 
signed to examine the transportation 


needs of the Northwest Municipal Confer- 
ence. 


The study was originally approved in 


the fall of 1970, and at that time was 
estimated to talie a year to complete. 
Work was delayed almost a year, how- 
ever, by personnel problems, and inter- 
views were not conducted until the sum- 
mer of 1971. 


Residents interviewed for the survey 


were chosen by random sample. Villages 
participating In the survey contributed 10 
cents per capita to finance the study. 


Wheeling contributed $1,477 to the proj- 
ect. 


Of the 26 village residents interviewed 


in the survey, 39 per cent said the fire 
and police services were very good, and 
52 per cent rated them as good. Con- 
versely, 62 per cent rated public trans- 
portation as very poor and 39 per cent 
said it was poor. 


WHEELING RESIDENTS also rated 


: their village higher than other residents 
rated other villages in ah- pollution con- 
trol.

Use Of Village Bus Service Increasing Steadily 


After nearly three weeks of operation, 


figures show that use of the Wheeling vil- 
lage bus has been Increasing steadily. It 
averaged nearly 100 passengers a day 
last week. 


"Tho first week of operation was, 


frankly, very poor," said Village Mgr. 
George Possolt. He said that during the 
first days the bus ran there were only 
about 10 passengers each day. 


Starting on Dec. 22, however, the pas- 


senger figures Jumped substantially with 
the start of school vacations and the holi- 
day weekend. Passolt said there were 
133 passengers on the busiest day last 
week. 


Passolt said that while the use of tho 


bus has increased, there have been few 
full-fore passengers. "That means kids 


and Medicare (elderly) have been taking 
advantage of the bus," he said. 


According to Passolt, many school-ago 


children rode the bus throughout their 
vacation, often just for the ride. "A lot of 
them have never ridden a bus, I sup- 
pose," ho said. 


VILLAGE officials are keeping track 


of the number and type of passengers 
who get on the bus at every stop. After 
gathering data for a month or more, offi- 
cials will evaluate the present bus routes 
and change them to meet passenger de- 
mands. 


Passolt said the figures he now has in- 


dicate that the number, of bus stops 
should be reduced and tho times of the 
routes should be changed. He said very 
few people use tho bus on its early morn- 


ing routes, but the number of passengers 
increases later In the day. 


He said It is possible that the bus oper- 


ation would be changed to run from 10 
a.m. to 9 p.m., eliminating the early 
morning routes and providing more op- 
portunity for young people to use the bus 
in^the evening. 


Administrative Assistant Roger Striek- 


er said he hopes to reduce the number of 
bus stops to 65 so the bus can complete 
all three routes In a little more than an 
hour. He said this would decrease the 
amount of waiting time for the bus, thus 
making it more convenient. It currently 
takes three hours to complete all three 
bus routes.

PASSOLT said he would not consider 


changing the bus schedules until the end 


of February. He said it would probably 
take until the end of January for people 
to learn the present bus schedule. "Once 
they know it, I want.to have at least a 
month's experience under my belt," he 
said. 


Strieker said he expected the operation 


to earn more money as soon as the vil- 
lage sells advertising space on the bus to 
local merchants. He said the first adver- 
tising contract has already been deliv- 
ered to the Wheeling Trust and Savings 
Bank. 


According to Passolt, Interest in the 


bus has been good, as indicated by a run 
on bus schedules. He said the village has 
run out of schedules but is having more 
on them have been posted at various vil- 
lage shopping centers.

EDUCATION AND health services 


scored the same ratings, with the largest 
number of people rating them as aver- 
age. More than 47 per cent said these 
services were above average while 29 
per cent rated them below average.

Those interviewed were 
most divided hi rating their water for 
drinking and recreation. Approximately 
44 per cent rated it above average, 16 
per cent rated it average and 40 per cent 
rated It below average. 


The survey showed that the cause, of 


the most aggravation to Wheeling resi- 
dents was congestion during the rush 
hour. More than 74 per cent found this to 
be either very aggravating or aggravat- 
ing. Noise produced by airplanes and dis- 
ruption caused by pavement construction 
were next on the list of causes for aggra- 
vation. ;

ACCORDING TO the survey, Wheeling 


residents are generally in favor of con- 
tinuing to allocate the present amount of 
tax money for fire and police protection, 
parks, roads and highways, and health 
services. They Indicated they would like 
more tax money spent for education, air 
pollution control and public trans- 
portation. 


IN CONSIDERING the tax money 


spent for transportation services, resi- 
dents indicated they would like more al- 
located for road maintenance, subsidy to 
public transportation, testing for automo- 


biles, increased lanes for some roads and 
parking for the Chicago and North West- 
ern Ry. 


All of the residents interviewed for the 


survey own at least one car. More than 
65 per cent said they own two cars and 
3.85 per cent said they own three cars. 
The survey showed that 69 per cent of 
those interviewed had two persons of 
driving age in their households, while 19 
per cent had three persons of driving 
age.. 


The most common reason given by 


Wheeling residents for driving to work 
was that there was no alternative means 
of transportation. Other .reasons rated 
highly were protection from the ele- 
ments, freedom to choose their own route 
and time of departure, use of the radio 
and freedom of movement. 


IN RATING the quality of trans- 


portation services in Wheeling, those in- 
terviewed indicated that traffic law en- 
forcement, street lighting, local parking, 
traffic lights and signs, snow removal 
and Chicago and North Western Ry. ser- 
vice were generally above average. Resi- 
dents generally rated bus service, park- 
ing for the railroad and the quality of 
road maintenance as below average. -

Of'those interviewed, all moved to 


Wheeling after 1950, with the largest ^ 
number coming to Wheeling between- 
1965-70. The survey snowed 30.77 per cent 
moved from the northern suburbs and;

Residents Like Schools, Survey Shows

People who are not familiar with 


Wheeling politics may think the recent 
announcement of party slates for the up- 
coming village elections signaled the be- 
ginning of this year's political campaign. 


Actually, the campaign began two 


years ago when the Wheeling indepen- 
dent Party (WHIP) was defeated at the 
polls. Since then village affairs have 
been a political battleground, and every 
major Issue has been inflated with politi- 
cal rhetoric. 


Take for example, the furor that arose 


last year over appointments to various 
village commissions. Members of the vil- 
lage board and commissioners haggled 
for seven months over the size and oper- 
ation of these advisory boards. 


In the end nothing was changed, except 


that several commtolon vacancies were 
finally filled. While nothing beneficial 
was accomplished for the village, both 
sides of the controversy generated a lot 
of propaganda that will be helpful during 
the campaign. 


The strong WHIP representation on the 


commissions began after the lost elec- 
tion, when the village board appointed 
several WHIP members who have 
served as "watchdogs." They' meet 
month after month, accomplishing little 
and blaming their inactivity on lock of 
direction from the village board. 


WHILE IT IS true that the commis- 


sions hove had little direction from the 
village board, they arc equally to blame 
for their Inertia. They hove shown little 
initiative In developing their own proj- 
ects despite the countless hours spent at 
commission meetings. 


The village board, on the other hand, is 


also guilty of taking pot-shots at the com- 
mission members. After offering only

one. suggestion for Improving the com- 
missions, the board gave up. It tlicn ac- 
cused the commissioners of not support- 
Ing the village, and vowed not to give the 
"watchdogs" another chance. 


Both sides expected the worst from 


each other, and that's what they got 
Both sides lost sight of the ultimate goal, 
which was the good of the village Itself. 
And the village has suffered. 


WHIP members have challenged the 


village board on many matters, often 
more concerned with making a political 
point than obtaining the facts of the mat- 
ter. After being attacked on all fronts by 
WHIP, the village board has learned to 
protect itself by giving criticism only 
perfunctory recognition. 


As the political campaign for the April 


elections becomes more heated, it is like- 
ly that even more village activities will 
become political issues. Likely targets 
arc land development, zoning policies 
and flooding. 


These matters arc too important to al- 


low them to become political footballs, to 
be tossed around until April without any- 
one ever scoring for the village.

department notified 247 Cambridge resi- 
dents that their sump pumps were not 
correctly scaled, thus allowing ground 
water to infiltrate and overload the sani- 
tary sewer system. 


According to Davis, in most cases the 


correction Involved approximately a $5 
expense and one hour of labor. Of the 247 
residents advised to make the repairs, 
all but 13 did the work within 45 days, 
before citations were issued.

correction. Davis said more citations aro 
scheduled to be mailed out. 


Commenting on the effect of Satur-

Maternity Policy Discriminatory? 


Benefits Program Legality Questioned

When the Rolling Meadows city council 


jokingly began a "debate" last month on 
whether single female employes of the 
city could legally be excluded from a. 
new city maternity benefit program, 
they never expected the last laugh might 
belong to the American Civil Liberties 
Union. 


And they probably never expected that 


if the city's policy Is tested and found to 
be unconstitutional, the insurance com- 
panies of America might be "dragged 
under" by the city policy as well. 


But both possibilities have become re:l 


ones In a growing debate on whether the 
city has violated civil rights laws by dis- 
criminating against a class of people, In 
this case single women, in a new city 
ordinance dealing with employe matern- 
ity benefits. 
"The ordinance, approved by the council 
lost week, provides a $600 cash payment 
for childbirth from the city to any mar- 
ried female employe of the city or wife of 


' an employe. Maternity coverage under 
the city's regular insurance program 
was dropped because records showed the 
city was paying more for the coverage 
than was being recouped in the form of 
claims.

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Residents Happy 
With Local Police, 
Survey Reveals 


While Mount Prospect village officials

lice force, a recent survey Indicates that 
most residents are satisfied with the cur- 
rent police service. 


Police Chief Bert Glddcns has said that 


ho could use five additional men Imme- 
diately. He points out that according to 
national safety averages there should be 


Residents Say 
Schools Doing 
A Good Job Here 


Prospect Heights residents polled In a 


survey conducted by the Center for Ur- 
ban Studies think schools In their com- 
munity are doing a good job, but they 
would like to see more money spent on 
education. 


This is one of the findings In a recently 


released opinion survey of the Northwest 
Suburbs in which 28 Prospect Heights 
residents were questioned. The survey 
was conducted by the Center for Urban 
Studies at the University of Illinois Chi- 
cago Circle campus and Harper College. 


Of those In Prospect Heights Inter- 


viewed, 96 per cent felt the quality of 
education was good or very good; 68 per 
cent said they'd like to see more money 
allocated to education. They did not In- 
dicate where the money should come 
from. 


ASKED ABOUT parks and recreational 


facilities, slightly more than half rated 
them as very good or good; about 20 per 
cent consider them poor. Sixty-four per 
cent polled at random said they wanted 
more money allocated to recreational fa- 
cilities. 


Prospect Heights residents also appear 


to bo pleased with services of the Cook 
County Sheriff's Police and the Prospect 
Heights Fire Department. Nearly three- 
fourths of those polled rated them good 
or very good. Area hospitals and health 
services also were rated high with 78 per 
cent of the respondents calling them 
good or very good. 


But residents are not as satisfied with 


roads and highways and public trans- 
portation. Seventy-one per cent rated 
roads average to very poor, although less 
than half said they would like to see 
more money spent on roads. Sixty per 
cent of those polled also rated road 
maintenance as average to very poor. 


P u b l i c transportation in Prospect 


Heights Is poor, according to 80 per cent 
of those surveyed. They thought, how- 
ever, the Chicago and North Western Ry. 
was providing good service. Respondents 
Indicated more money should be spent on 
transportation, and a majority favored 
some kind of subsidy. 


1.54 policemen for every 1,000 residents; 
however, Mount Prospect now has one 
policeman for every 1,027 residents. 


This would mean that Mount Prospect 


would have to Increase the size of Its po- 
lice force by over 50 per cent to bring it 
up to national standards. 


Yet a recently published study, con- 


ducted by the Center for Urban Studies 
of the University of Illinois at Chicago 
Circle, shows that 92 per cent of the re- 
spondents felt police and fire protection 
In Mount Prospect was good or very 
good. 


As for spending more money for police 


and fire protection, 74 per cent of their 
random sample said they would like to 
have expenditures stay the same. Only 24 
per cent said they felt more funds should 
be allocated for this type of protection. 


THE SURVEY was conducted through 


1971 and 1972 and included in home inter- 
views with 1,000 residents In 18 Chicago 
suburbs, nil of which were members of 
the Northwest Municipal Conference 
(which ordered the study). In Mount 
Prospect, only 66 of 45,200 residents or 
0.15 per cent were interviewed. 


The residents were also satisfied with 


the quality of education (88 per cent good 
or very good), water for drinking or rec- 
reation (67 per cent), parks and recrea- 
tional facilities (70 per cent), and health 
and hospital services (78 per cent). 


They also approved of most facets of 


the public works department, including 
road pavement maintenance (67 per cent 
rated it good or average), street lighting 
(66 per cent good-average), traffic signs 
and lights (74 per cent good-average) 
and snow removal (80 per cent good-aver- 
age). 


Those who were Interviewed hit the 


lock of good public transportation heavi- 
ly, with 65 per cent saying the situation 
was poor or very poor. About the same 
percentage said they wished more funds 
were allocated for public transportation. 


ANOTHER complaint of many was 


that parking facilities in the downtown 
area were only average (40 per cent) or 
poor (31 per cent), although 23 per cent 
said it was good. Similarly, parking for 
the Chicago and North Western Ry. 
trains was lauded by some and faulted 
by others. 


Parking appears to have been a man- 


datory concern as 97 per cent of the re- 
spondents owned cars — 35 per cent had 
one vehicle, 47 per cent had two and 14 
per cent three. Of those with cars, 53 per 
cent said they had no way of getting to 
work other than driving a car. In addi- 
tion, 62 per cent said use of a car was 
required in performance of their jobs. 


Most of these driver respondents arc 


upset with traffic congestion In the vil- 
lage, with 75 per cent complaining about 
rush hour traffic and 15 per cent com- 
plaining about traffic at other times. But 
noise from roads bothered only 12 per 
cent and dirt and dust bothered 17 per 
cent 


Airplane noise aggravated 70 per cent, 


with 52 per cent of that terming the noise 
"very aggravating." .

Police Must Qualify Monthly With Guns 


Mount Prospect policemen may not of- 


ten have to fire their guns in the line of 
duty, but each month they must qualify 
in the use of their weapons. 


In a $22,000 firing range in the base- 


ment of Fire Station Two, 1601 W. Golf 
Rd., each policeman must make a score 
of at least 185 points out of a possible 300 
to qualify. The test, "Camp Perry," con- 
sists of shooting at a target 75 feet away 
with 10 shots in five minutes, two five- 
shot bursts hi 10 seconds and two five- 
shot bursts in 20 seconds. 


The procedures were explained by Pa- 


trolman Edwin Hackmeister, an 18-year 
police veteran and rangemaster. "All 
this amounts to continual training," he 
said. The scores go into a sealed box and 
are checked only every six months. 


Under the system used by the Mount 


Prospect police, men are placed in cer- 
tain categories according to their aver- 
age score in the Camp Perry test The 
categories are: match 285-300, master 
265-284, expert 245-264, sharpshooter 215- 
744 and marksman 185-214. 


Hackmeister, a master, said most of 


the men fall in the expert category, with 
the next highest in the sharpshooter 


range. Only one man, Eugene Hooten, is 
in the match category, and he made it

However, the slip was made out 
with a Dec. 29 date, despite the fact that 
the doctor who was supposed to have 
signed it had been out of town since Dec. 
20. 


Miss Willig reportedly told police she 


was given the slip by a freind of hers who 
lives in Mount Prospect and who police 
describe as a known heroin pusher. She

for the first time during the last six- 
month period. 


THERE IS a practical plus for the men 


in addition to the skill they acquire with 
their guns. The high man in each cate- 
gory gets two additional days off each 
period and the second high man gets one 
day off. 


The range can accommodate up to five 


shooters at a time. Each shooter fires 
from a partition with steel-plated walls 
at targets which are sent down range by 
remote control. From the main control 
desk, the targets can be made to bob for 
combat shooting. The whole area is air- 
conditioned and blowers remove gun 
smoke. 


The facility was built in 1967 and re- 


placed the old, smaller range under the 
gold water tower on Northwest Highway. 
Some outside groups are permitted to 
use the range (such as the Prospect Tar- 
geteers) but they are carefully screened. 


"We don't just let any groups come 


down," Hackmeister said. They must be 
-a recognized group, belong to the Nation- 
al Rifle Association and bring their own 
ammunition, Hackmeister added. At one 
time, Mount Prospect policemen taught 
a gun class at Prospect High School. 


Projection Shoics 
Continued Drop 
In School Rolls 


Estimated enrollment projections In 


Mount Prospect Dist 57 show that the 
student population In the district is ex- 
pected to continue ils current decrease 
over the next five years. 


The projections are based on general 


estimates made by the Dist 57 adminis- 
tration. 


The greatest loss of enrollment is ex- 


pected in grades four through six, with 
the number of students dropping from 
1,210 in 1972-73 to an estimated 876 stu- 
dents in 1977-78. The lowest decrease is 
expected in grades seven and eight 


The Dist 57 board decided to initiate a 


new pupil enrollment estimate this year 
because it has been three years since the 
preschool enrollment in the district has 
been updated. 


Despite the continued decline in enroll- 


ment, there are no school closings being 
planned in the next year, according to 
Board Pres. Robert Novy. However, 
Novy has said before that he thinks the 
board will consider the subject of school 
closings in 1974. 


With fewer students, the district could 


lose more state aid money every year if 
the state aid formula remains the same. 
According to a three-year financial pro- 
jection for the district made by the board 
finance committee, without an increase 
in state aid money, the education fund 
could be "hi serious trouble" in three 
years. 


The district could face a deficit of up 


to $360,000 in this fund in 1975-76 if there 
is no change Jn assessed valuation, tax 
rates or the state aid formula, the com- 
mittee predicted.

The report certifies that the 
district is using federal funds to supple- 
ment state and local money for the pro- 
gram. 


—A report was presented on the dis- 


trict's insurance policies. Perry said in- 
surance companies arc again offering 
"packaging" policies. Through the use of 
a packaged policy and Increase from 
$100 to $1,000 in the school's deductible 
for buildings and contents coverage, Per- 
ry said the district can save about 
$17,000 in premiums over a three-year 
period.

Hope For September Start 
At Tivo Neiv Area Schools

School Dist. 21 officials and contractors 


arc still hoping to get the new Washing- 
ton Irving School open by September — 
If the weather Is decent. 


The school, located in the Mill Creek 


subdivision of Buffalo Grove cast of Ar- 
lington Heights Road, was delayed In 
getting started because of a controversy 
over moving dirt on the site. Miller 
Builders was accused by the school dis- 
trict of delaying work on the school 2V4 
months after falling to move excess dirt 
from the site. 


The dirt was moved after the district 


threatened to use taxpayers' funds to pay 
for the removal, and building began in 
late October. 


Since that time the only villain of tho 


school has been the weather. "Wo were 
unable to get the footings In because, 
when the dirt was moved, tho ground 
was unable to allow the footings. It was 
too wet," said John Bargcr, Dist. 21 as- 
sistant superintendent. 


IT STII.I, IS too hard to tell If the 


doors of Irving School will be open on 
time, according to Bargcr. "We can't 
judge the weather. We've had a few good 
breaks, but we need more." 


The new $1.4 million school has only 


about 50 per cent of the first floor walls 
completed. Bargcr could not estimate 
when the exterior would be finished. "We 
(alkcd to the architect tho other day and 
with our weather, things arc just too 
hard to tell," he said. 


Irving School Is almost a carbon copy 


of James Whltcomb RJloy School In the 
Arlington Heights section of the district. 
Tho only difference In the new school Is 


that It can be made into an open-space 
school by folding back the Interior walls. 


The walls arc as sound-proof as regu- 


lar walls, If not better, according to offi- 
cials. They can provide teachers with a 
multi-class setting In minutes. 


BARGEn SAID Dist. 21 officials have 


not planned any alternatives' in case the 
school Is not completed by September. 
"We really haven't thought about it. We 
know wo will be overcrowded, but wo 
haven't talked about alternatives." 


Barger also said that no plans have 


been finalized as to which students will 
attend Irving School, He said it will prob- 
ably serve the Mill Creek and Northgatc 
subdivisions. The new building will have 
a capacity of 800 students. 


Supt. Kenneth GUI said yesterday he Is 


just beginning to interview job applicants 
to staff the new school. He added that 
officials arc presently deciding on who 
will head the new staff. 


Officials said the district's other now 


school — Robert Lewis Stevenson In 
Wheeling — Is moving along right on 
schedule. That building Is expected to be 
finished In August. 


BARGER SAID the progress of the Stc- 


vcnson School compared to Irving is 
proof that the only thing that put work- 
men behind on tho latter was the delay 
in moving the dirt. "They were both to 
be started on the same day, and obvious- 
ly weather has affected them both tho 
same way," he explained. 


With the completion of the two new 


buildings, Dist. 21 will have 17 schools 
serving the villages of Buffalo Grove, 
Wheeling, and the northern part of Ar- 
lington Heights.

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Tom Thornton. 20 Years Fighting For Land

From his lined and leathery (ace, an 


observer might guess Thomas Thornton 
had spent 20 years on a construction 
crew. Or perhaps with his compact, lithe 
figure, one could picture him teaching 
outdoor sports like golf or skiing. 


He has been a builder and instructor, 


but from an administrative level. 


This year Thornton is celebrating his 


20th year as chief administrator of the 
Arlington Heights Park District But if 


• anyone tries to pat him on the back for 
his 20 years of service, he will probably

"He's a very shy man and doesn't try 


to build himself up," said a former park 
district employe. "He doesn't even keep 
any of his awards or citations around his 
office."

MIt was tlje 
first time I bad ever seen him show any 
emotion." • 


Around the district, employes who 


work with him say Thornton runs a tight 
ship (some have middle-named him 
"penny pincher"). But many employes 
don't really know bun. - ; ' . •; ' 


"He's not the type to go around in- 


troducing himself, and be seems hard- 
nosed and threatening at first," said an 
' employe. "But when you get to know him 
he's very sincere and cares about the 
district very much." ' . , - ' • •

' An avid camper, Thornton probably 
gets his leathery complexion from being 
. outdoors so much.. The wrinkles have 
likely developed over the years trying to 


convince park board commissioners and 
community members to increase park 
programs and land area. 


A LANDSCAPE architect, according to 


the degree he earned in 1949 from Mich- 
igan State University in East Lansing, 
Thornton's biggest past, present and fu- 
ture concern is the acquisition of land. 


"WHEN I FIRST got here (1952) two 


of the* park commissioners did not ap- 
prove of the concept of neighborhood 
parks," said Thornton. "They said Arling 
ton Heights was just a small town and 
everyone had their own back yards for 


recreation." . 


Back hi 1952, the population of the vu- 


lage was under 10,000 and there were 
about 32 acres of park land. Recreation 
Park, 500 E. Miner, was the district 
headquarters and Memorial Park, South 
Park and parks along the railroad tracks 
were the extent of the district ' 


"I pushed for land acquisitions," said 


Thornton. Today he's still pushing. 


"We should be developing a good envi- 


ronment and acquire large chunks of 
land while it's still available including tha

over moving din on the site. Miller 
Builders was accused by the school dis- 
trict of delaying work on the school 2Vi 
months after failing to move excess dirt 
from the site.

far tho removal, and building began in 
late October. 


Since that time the only villain of the 


school has been the weather. "We were 
unable to get the footings In because, 
when the dirt was moved, the ground 
was unable to allow the footings.

Ing to the bylaws, is to underscore the 
principle of the Caucus that "the office 
should seek the man rather than the man 
seek the office." 


The candidate committee Is charged 


with finding at least two prospective can- 


didates for each of five village trustee 
seats as well as the village presidency. 


The deadline for persons interested In 


appearing before the candidate com- 
mittee to contact Griffith for an inter- 
view appointment is Sunday. 


Committee interviews are scheduled to 


begin Saturday. 


The second meeting of the Caucus has 


been set for Jan. 21, at which time regis- 
tered voters will decide on a slate of can- 
didates from among the persons recom- 
mended by the committee.

Thornton is to change the whole park dis- 
trict system.

"The park district setup,has developed 


into a monster, with many small park 
districts pulling in different directions," 
said Thornton. "There is a lot of talk 
about consolidating school districts, but 
there's just "as great a need to consoli- 
date park districts." • 


THORNTON SAYS School Dist. 214 is a 


sensible size for education administration 
and it would probably be a good size for 
park administration, too. 


"Though it's unlikely, park and school 


districts would probably make good part- 
ner districts," Thornton said. 


There is much talk about the park dis- 


trict becoming a village department, and 
Thornton said the financial squeeze may 
force the district to become port of the 
village. 


"Like Village Pros. John Woods said a 


few years ago, the government set up 
here in the suburbs with all the over- 
lapping services is ridiculous," 
said 


Thornton, who says a two-township area 
for schools, parks and village unit seems 
sensible. 


Large administrative areas pose no 


threat to Thornton who has seen Arling- 
ton Heights grow by 60,000 people in the 
last 20 years. 


He has also been a major force in the 


growth of the park district, which is 
more than 10 times larger than it was 20 
years ago.

Highway Commissioner Retiring 
'The Job Just Grew On Me9

On Jan. 8, for the flnt time in more 


than 31 yean, the Elk Grove Township 
Highway Commissioner will- not be 
named Bradley. 


Ronald Bradley, 70, of 1355 S. Arlington 


Heights Rd., will retire on that date after 
serving 20 years as commissioner. He 
took the job when his father, Fred Brad- 
Icy, died after being commissioned for 
more than 11 years. 


"I was talked Into finishing my fa- 


ther's term," said Bradley. "I didn't 
Intend to stay on as commissioner. I only 
wanted to finish out the term." 


When asked why he kept running for 


reelection, Bradley said, "That is one of 
those questions that has no answer. The 
job just grew on mo." 


BRADLEY SAID the biggest change in 


the highway commissioners' job during 
the past 20 years Is the way It has 
grown. "When I started, there was $178 
in the treasury and I could handle the 
whole job myself In half a day," said 
Bradley. 


Now Bradley supervises a crow of 


three full-time employes and the high- 
way department has an annual budget of 
approximately $118,000. 


As highway commissioner, Bradley Is 


responsible for the construction, mainte- 
nance, repair, plowing and salting for all 
roads In unincorporated • Elk Grove 
Township. The total mileage of unincorpo- 
rated roads 'has fluctuated during the 20 
years Bradley has been commissioner. 


"When a new subdivision is developed, 


the new roads are added, to township's re- 
sponsibility. When the subdivision is an- 
nexed to a village, we lose the roads," 
said Bradley. "When I started out, there 
were 18 miles of road. It has been up lo 
28 miles, but It is now down to 22 miles." 


ONE OF THE new jobs for the town- 


ship highway department is salting of Icy 
roads. "When I started," said Bradley, 
"we didn't salt. If the streets were Icy, 
wo waited until It melted." . 


Before salting was done, sand was 


spread on the roads, said Bradley. One 
man would drive a dump truck loaded 
with sand. Another would stand In the bed 
of the truck, throwing sand out by the 
shovelful. 


Another change In the highway depart- 


ment during the past two decades has 
been the time when snowplowlng is done. 
When Bradley started as commissioner, 
there was only a fraction of the amount 
of traffic that now exists in the area. 
Plowing would be done during the day 
without causing any great problems. ' 


Now, if there Is a snowfall during the • 


night, the streets have to be cleared by 7. 
a.m. or the morning rush hour will be a 
hopeless snarl

Bradley Is responsible for getting the.' 


road crews out during the night it anew 
has started falling.. "Nobody wakes me • 
up, I have to wake everyone else up,'.'!, 
said Bradley, who mans one of the plows ' 
during snow removal. 


Usually the crews are called out about 


midnight lo get the streets cleared by 7 
a.m. 


BRADLEY RECALLS two winters as 


especially bad ones. "The winter of '52 
was a dandy, but 1967 was worse."

"IF YOU CAN change in 30 days, you 


can change two years from now," the 
mayor said Tuesday. Two years may be 
too late, according to Abrams. 


"I certainly will be recommending to 


this council that they start hiring some- 
body to train and give them some assis- 
tance ... some professional man. Where 
do we house these'people? Nothing has 
been thought out," the mayor'said this 
week.

For self-employed people who 
paid a maximum SS tax of $675 in 1972,

The reason for all this, of course, is the 


mushrooming growth of the entire Social 
Security system. 


COUNTING WIVES and children, an 


estimated 190 million Americans arc cov- 
ered by the system.-Since 1937 It has 
grown from a modest retirement plan to 
a mammoth pension-insurance network 
that collects taxes from nine of every 10 
•people employed In the country during 
the course of a year. 


In -1032 only 3.2 per cent of the popu- 


lation drew SS benefits, while today al- 
most 14 per cent of all men, women and 
children are literally dependent on SS 
checks. Payouts In 1972 totaled some $48 
million — more than six times the bene- 
fits paid In 1957 and almost double the 
expenditure of 1967. 


To finance that system, employer and 


employe together In 1972 paid 10.4 per 
cent on alt wages and salaries up to 
$9,000 a year. In 1973 the percentage will 
be 11.7 per cent — 5.85 per cent each. 
Ten years ago, the percentage was 6.25 
per cent on all salaries and wages up to 
$4,800 a year — less than half the annual 
pay celling for 1973. 


Furthermore, the upward march of SS 


taxes appears destined to continue. Orig- 
inally intended to provide a base-of fi- 
nancial protection only, the SS pensions 
today arc considered adequate only If 
they are substantial enough to provide 
full support for the elderly. 


WITH THAT in mind, and taking into 


account the expanded benefits which 


have been added to the system since its 
Inception, pensions from now on .will in- 
crease automatically to match Increases 
•in* consumer-prices. To-pay for those in- 
creases, taxes will rise 'as wages in- 
crease.

The potential for the upward spiral of 


taxes and pensions in future years is 
staggering.

The U.S. Department of Health, Edu- 


cation and Welfare has released figures 
indicating what that potential might be, 
assuming wage Increases subject to the 
SS tax average.5 per cent a year and 
assuming consumer priceiincreases aver- 
age 2.75 per cent a year. 


If those assumptions on wages and 


prices hold true, HEW says, a retired 
couple In the year 2011 could be receiv- 
ing monthly checks of $2,729, or nearly 
$32,750 a year.

At the same time, the maximum wages 


subject to the tax would be placed at 


1 $73,200 a year. Inflation, naturally, would 
negate, much of the effect of those in- 
creases.

As that speculation may be too far hi 


the future for very serious consideration, 
one thing remains very real in this, the 
first week of 1973:

Pruning Series Begins On Mon. 
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We received a phone call recently from 


a frustrated consumer who was going to 
picket a local cleaners because they had 
shrunk her clothes (Including a brand 
new dress) and refused to compensate 
her (on the Illogical grounds that the 
dress had been bought on sale). 


The woman said she had contacted a 


number of parties, including the Con- 
sumer Fraud Division of the Attorney 
General's office and the Chicago Dry 
Cleaners Association, none of whom 
could or would help her. So she was pre- 
pared to resort to public protest, which, 
under the circumstances, probably would 
have done little good. 


It la both sad and unnecessary that 


vast numbers of consumers are still liv- 
ing lives of "quiet desperation" because 
they don't know where to go to gain res- 
titution for Inferior merchandise or ser- 
vices. 


In a case such as this one, when a lo- 


cal merchant is involved and your com- 
plaint Is one of negligence in services 
performed, (or unsatisfactory merchan- 
dise) the first thing to do Is contact the 
Better Business Bureau of Chicago and 
flic a complaint (467-HOO). The BBS 
brings to bear the pressure of the entire 
business community on the delinquent 
merchant, and they have an excellent 
record of success. My personal experi- 
ence with the BBB has been that when 
they speak, even the most recalcitrant 
business jumps. 


The BBB acts as a mediator between 


the consumer and the merchant to effect 
a settlement of the problem. Situations 
most often handled by the BBB Involve 
homo appliance sales and repairs, home 
furnishings, homo remodeling and re- 
pnlrs, automobile sales and service, and 
door-to-door sales. The BBB will also tell 
you, before you make a purchase or sign 
a contract, whether a particular business 
is registered with them and whether oth- 
ers have complained about It (467-0650). 
Preventive medicine can save you mon- 
ey. 


IF YOU SUSPECT a fraud is involved 


in your complaint — a merchant has In 
some may dcclcvcd you and the mer- 
chandise or service docs not square with 


advertisements or promises made — you 
should contact the Consumer Fraud Divi- 
sion of the Attorney General's Office 
(76W742.) They can approach your prob- 
lem from a legal standpoint, telling you 
first of all if a law has been broken, and 
then taking legal action against the busi- 
ness. A judge may then award you com- 
pensation or may order the business to 
replace the faulty merchandise — what- 
ever the situation requires. 


When there has been no fraud, but a 


breach of contract (as with the clea- 
ners), or dissatisfaction and undue ex- 
pense with a product, you may file a 
complaint In the Small Claims Court 
(443-8166.) You need no attorney, you 
state your complaint In simple language, 
and If you win you will recover both fee 
and damages. 


If you file the complaint yourself, the 


claim can be as much as $1,000. If you 
have the court make out your claim, the 
limit is $300. A $300 claim will cost you 
$9.50 in fees, and a $1,000 claim, $11. 


The Small Claims Court, like the Bet- 


ter Business Bureau, Is frequently effec- 
tive in winning compensation of some 
sort for the consumer. 


To simplify all of the foregoing, just 


remember these rules of thumb: 


— 1. For any consumer problem of a 


local nature, contact the Belter Business 
Bureau first. If they can not satisfy you, 
or II you prefer for other reasons, file 'a 
complaint in the Small Claims Court 


— 2. If you think your problem In- 


volves fraud, contact the Consumer 
Fraud Division. (If you think any other 
state or federal law may have been bro- 
ken, notice the appropriate government 
agency.) 


One final note: Be sure to save and 


have handy all bills, receipts, contracts, 
and other documents connected with 
your complaint. • • •

He thought they were great, now 
wants mo to do them. I've eaten arti- 
chokes before, but cooking Is a brand- 
new art for me and I'm baffled. You 
sound like a bride's best friend. Please 
help.

Relax. Valeric, it isn't nearly as com- 


plex a.i It might look. I love them, but 
admit It was a developed taste. I've for- 
gotten now how long ago that was. 


Anyway, when you shop for them, take 


a look to sec If bugs have been eating at 
the leaves. If after you get them home 
and have to discard a few leaves, feel 
free because It won't hurt the artichoke. 
Hold them under cold running water and 
cut off part of the stem if it's too long. 
Most good cooks cut off about an Inch 
from the top and trim off the thorny tip 
of each leaf with a pair ot scissors. I 
admit they do look neater this way. 


I cook them upright in about three 


inches of boiling, salted water (with a 
sprinkling of vinegar), covered. It takes 
about 30 minutes to reach the desired 
tenderness. You can tell by cither pierc- 
ing the stalk or try pulling out a leaf. We 
serve them the simple way — with plain 
melted margarine for dipping. 


Dear Dorothy: Our rented house has a 


fireplace with a marble hearth — but, 
golly, the stains. Is there some simple 
product that might moke it look better?

It won't harm the hearth, and might 


help it a lot, to wash it and then wipe 
with a solution of three-fourth cup of 
chlorine blench to a gallon of warm wa- 
ter. You can let this solution stand for 
about 5 minutes, then rinse with clear 
water and dry.

A CITY OF 100,000 became a ghost 


x town for one day in 1967. 


A former altar boy turned playboy be-

, However, these are,not dry historical 
accounts but lively stories, flavorful 
anecdotes, catchy quotes and offbeat 
happenings directly and indirectly relat- 
ing to the countdown to the Super BowL 


"Mr. Monday Night" himself leads off 


the stiff paperback. Namely, Howard Co- 
sell. 


The introduction, discussing the sport's 


popularity and the evolution of the merg- 


er, also revealed a little known fact as to 
how the name "Super Bowl" came 
about. 


Lamar Hunt, owner of the Kansas City 


Chiefs, blurted it out during a meeting of 
NFL and AFL owners. Hunt credited his 
daughter with giving him the idea. He 
had purchased some Silly Putty for her 
and she called it her "super ball" be- 
cause it was capable of doing so many^ 
things. 


Super Bowl I turned Green Bay into a 


ghost town, as a UPI story pointed out 
back on Jan. 15,1967: 


(The only, person spotted walking down 
a street In the business section of this 
city today at 2:05 p.m. 
(kickoff time) 


was a policeman. He was carrying a 
nightstick In Us left hand, a transistor 
radio in his right. 


A scared Kansas Cily team had to face 


the Packers in that very important first 
battle of the leagues. It was no contest. 


"Kansas City has a good team," said 


Vince Lombard!, surrounded by news- 
men outside the dressing room after the 
romp. "But it doesn't compare with 
some of the teams in the NFL. Dallas is 
a better team. That's what you want me 
to say, isn't it? There, I've said it" ' 


That statement was to burn in the 


hearts of all AFL players for two years. 
That is, until a victory'or two by their 
side could cool the hurt. It^wasn't to 
come In Super Bowl n as only the name 
of the loser changed.

There was nothing super in the 1971 


bowl better known as the "Blunder 
Bowl" between Dallas and Baltimore. It 
only gave the Colts a chance to redeem 
themselves from the Jets' jolt. 


The following year gave Dallas the 


same chance against the Dolphins. 


The author recalled Miami's first mir- 


acle trip to the Super Bowl: 


Envisioning the Miami'Dolphins in this 


Super Bowl game was comparable, per- 
haps to envisioning a prodigy hi concert 
at Carnegie Hall. The team's metamor- 
phosis from the planning board to the 
pinnacle in a mere half-dozen years was 
clean and fast and completely unexpect- 
ed, like a quick opener up the middle on 
third down and eight Hell, one might re- 
call that on that January day in 1967 
when the Green Bay Packers were win- 
ning the first Super Bowl game, the Dol- 
phins were barely out of the expansion 
womb; now here they were descending 
upon New Orleans in quest of the crown t 
jewels. Audacity, audacity; it was as if 
the adolescent prince with acne and'cow- 
lick had decided upon a coup d'etat..." 


Super Bowl VI unveiled still another 


target for fans' hatred — Dunne Thomas. 
He didn't talk, so the' media cut him 
down. Namath mustshave had a good 
laugh about this turn of events. 


Calvin Hill, the other Dallas nmning- 


back, did talk and revealed his longmg to 
be the No. 1 executive in the nation as a 
grade schooler: 
, "... My teacher asked me Vhat I 
wanted to be when I grew up, 'President 
of the United States,' I said. 'Impossible,' 
she said. Then, she explained to me that 
a black man had no chance. It was the 
first time I ever realized that there was 
a difference, and it was the low point in 
my life." 


However, Hill played in a Super Bowl; 


President Nixon did not Still, the Presi- 
dent tried to add his influence by sug- 
gesting a play for Don Shula, the Dol- 
phins' coach. And he picked 1:30 a.m. to 
reveal it to Shula.

We received a phone call recently from 


a frustrated consumer who was going to 
picket a local cleaners because they had 
shrunk her clothes (including a brand 
new dress) and refused to compensate 
her (on the Illogical grounds that the 
dress had been bought on sale). 


The woman said she had contacted a 


number of panics, including the Con- 
sumer Fraud Division of the Attorney 
General's office and the Chicago Dry 
Cleaners Association, none of whom 
could or would help her. So she was pre- 
pared to resort to public protest, which, 
under the circumstances, probably would 
have done little good. 


It la both sad and unnecessary that 


vast numbers of consumers are still liv- 
ing lives of "quiet desperation" because 
they don't know where to go to gain res- 
titution for inferior merchandise or ser- 
vices. 


In a case such as this one, when a lo- 


cal merchant is involved and your com- 
plaint Is one of negligence in services 
performed, (or unsatisfactory merchan- 
dise) the first thing to do is contact the 
Better Business Bureau of Chicago and 
file a complaint (4674400). The BBB 
brings to bear the pressure of the entire 
business community on the delinquent 
merchant, and they have an excellent 
record of success. My personal experi- 
ence with the BBB has been that when 
they speak, even the most recalcitrant 
business jumps. 


The BBB acts as a mediator between 


the consumer and the merchant to effect 
a settlement of the problem. Situations 
most often handled by the BBB Involve 
homo appliance sales and repairs, home 
furnishings, home remodeling and re- 
pairs, automobile sales and service, and 
door-to-door sales. The BBB will also tell 
you. before you make a purchase or sign 
a contract, whether a particular business 
is registered with them and whether oth- 
ers have complained about It (457-0650). 
Preventive medicine can save you mon- 
ey. 


IK YOU SUSPECT a fraud is involved 


in your complaint — a merchant has In 
some may dcclcvcd you and the mer- 
chandise or service docs not square with 


advertisements or promises made — you 
should contact the Consumer Fraud Divi- 
sion of the Attorney General's Office 
(76W742.) They can approach your prob- 
lem from a legal standpoint, telling you 
first of all if a law has been broken, and 
then taking legal action against the busi- 
ness. A judge may then award you com- 
pensation or may order the business to 
replace the faulty merchandise — what- 
ever the situation requires. 


When there has been no fraud, but a 


breach of contract (as with the clea- 
ners), or dissatisfaction and undue ex- 
pense with a product, you may file a 
complaint in the Small Claims Court 
(443-8168.) You need no attorney, you 
state your complaint In simple language, 
and if you win you will recover both fee 
and damages. 


If you file the complaint yourself, the 


claim can be as much as $1,000. If you 
have the court make out your claim, the 
limit Is $300. A $300 claim will cost you 
19.50 In fees, and a $1,000 claim, $11. 


The Small Claims Court, like the Bet- 


ter Business Bureau, Is frequently effec- 
tive In winning compensation of some 
sort for the consumer. 


To simplify all of the foregoing, just 


remember these rules of thumb: 


— 1. For any consumer problem of a 


local nature, contact the Better Business 
Bureau first If they can not satisfy you, 
or If you prefer for other reasons, file °a 
complaint In the Small Claims Court 


— 2. If you think your problem In- 


volves fraud, contact the Consumer 
Fraud Division. (If you think any other 
state or federal law may have been bro- 
ken, notice the appropriate government 
agency.) 


One final note: Bo sure to save and 


have handy all bills, receipts, contracts, 
and other documents connected with 
your complaint. • • *

chokes. Ho thought they were great, now 
wants mo to do them. I've eaten arti- 
chokes before, but cooking Is a brand- 
now art for mo and I'm baffled. You 
sound like a bride's best friend. Please 
help.

Relax, Valeric, It Isn't nearly as com- 


plex as It might look. I love them, but 
admit it was a developed taste. I've for- 
gotten now how long ago that was. 


Anyway, when you shop for them, take 


a look to sec if bugs have been eating at 
the leaves. If after you get them homo 
and have to discard a few leaves, feel 
free because It won't hurt the artichoke. 
Hold them under cold running water and 
cut off part of tho stem if it's too long. 
Most good cooks cut off about an Inch 
from the top and trim off tho thorny tip 
of each leaf with a pair of scissors. I 
admit they do look neater this way. 


I cook them upright in about three 


inches of boiling, salted water (with a 
sprinkling of vinegar), covered. It takes 
about 30 minutes to reach the desired 
tenderness. You can tell by cither pierc- 
ing the stalk or try pulling out a leaf. We 
serve them tho simple way — with plain 
melted margarine for dipping. 


Dear Dorothy: Our rented house has a 


fireplace with a marble hearth — but, 
golly, tho stains. Is there some simple 
product that might make it look better?

It won't harm tho hearth, and might 


help it a lot, to wash it and then wipe 
with a solution of three-fourth cup of 
chlorine bleach to a gallon of warm wa- 
ter. You con let this solution stand for 
about S minutes, then rinse with clear 
water and dry.

It changed the 
attitude of the nation. 
-• Super Bowl IV added to this thinking, 
but it didn't start out that way. A gam- 
bling scandal, which seemingly had Kan- 
sas City quarterback Len Dawson tied 
into it, looked to mar the championship 
game with Minnesota. 


Dawson and the team pulled closer to- 


gether because of the rumor and, again, 
the "Junior League" came through.

It 
only gave the Colts a chance to redeem, 
themselves from the Jets' jolt. 


The following year gave Dallas the 


same chance against the Dolphins.

Envisioning the Miami'Dolphins hi this 


Super Bowl game was comparable, per- 
haps to envisioning a prodigy in concert 
at Carnegie Hall. The team's metamor- 
phosis from the planning board to the 
pinnacle in a mere half-dozen years was 
clean and fast and completely unexpect- 
ed, like a quick opener up the middle on 
third down and eight Hell, one might re- 
call that on that January day hi 1967 
when the Green Bay Packers were win- 
ning the first Super Bowl game, the Dol- 
phins were barely out of the expansion 
womb; now here they were descending 
upon New Orleans in quest of the crown 
jewels. Audacity, audacity; it was as if 
the adolescent prince with acne and'cow- 
lick had decided upon a coup d'etat..." 


Super Bowl VI unveiled still another 


target for fans' hatred — Duane Thomas. 
He didn't talk, so the" media cut him 
down. Namath must "have had a good 
laugh about this turn of events. 


Calvin Hill, the other Dallas nmning- 


back, did talk and revealed bis longing to 
be the No. 1 executive In the nation as a 
grade schooler: 
, "... My teacher asked me ."what I 
wanted to be when I grew, up, 'President 
of the United States,' I said. 'Impossible,' 
she said. Then, she explained to me that 
a black man had no chance. It was the 
first time I ever realized that there was 
a difference, and it was the low point hi 
my life." 


However, Hill played in a Super Bowl; 


President Nixon did not Still, the Presi- 
dent tried to add his influence by sug- 
gesting a play for Don Shula, the Dol- 
phins' coach. And he picked 1:30 a.m. to 
reveal it to Shula.
